TWO SET-BACKS FOR HILL 


THAT WILL S#RIOUSLY IN- 
JURE HIM IN THE SOUTH. 
CALLICOT’S APPOINTMENT BEGINNING 
TO BE UNDERSTOOD—HILL’s REC- 

ORD AGAINST BALLOT REFORM. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—‘* Dave” Hill has met 
with two set-backs in the South during the last 
week, and it will not take another week for him 
to find it out. When he appointed the tainted 
Callicot to control the State advertising the 
reports that went outor that came this way 
only related s0 much about Callicot as woulda 
serve to give the impression that he was 
one of the Demoorats of the Hill-Flower- 
Randall-Dana or anything-to-beat-Cleve- 
Jand kind. Outside of New-York that sort 
of Democrat has not yet come to be so popular 
as Hill would )ike to have it, and the mention 
of Callicot’s name, just stirring up, but not 
distinctly recalling, the record of his many 
treacheries and misdeeds, caused the Derio- 
crats about Washington to mention it with 
lifted and suspicious noses. They were sure 


that there was something nasty about Calli- 
cot, but they could only remewber that there 
was something init avout penitentiaries and 
fines. The story of the marplot published in 
THE TiIMzEs of this morning has cleared up the 
record and the imperfect recollection of 
the Demovrats. It will go all over the 
South, by telegraph and quotation, and be 
read everywhere with an interest keener than 
it can possibly have in New-York. In his own 
State Hill is held in very much lower estima- 
tion for political morality than he is in other 
portions of the country. The hesitation to ac- 
cept Dim in the South appears to arise rather 
from his intellectual poverty than in conse- 
quence of his lack of rectitude in political mat- 
ters. But there is no Chance for him to excuse 
himself to the South for the Callicot perform- 
ance, as every Soutbero man properly believes 
that there existed no reason for picking out 
such a creature as Callicot;at this time as a 
man to be rewarded and encouraged, 

The outcry against Gorman in Maryland, par- 
ticipated in by the Baltimore Sun, which has 
always been a good Gorman paper, is a palpa- 
bie blow at Hill. If Htli is eonspicuous at the 
South for one thing more than another it is for 
his opposition to ballot reform. He has adver- 
tised himself as the opponent of the reform in 
Atlanta and other places, thinking that it was 
the popuiar thing to do in that section or ihe 
country. Gorman is a man after Hill’s own 
heart, accustomed to tratlicking with the same 
classes of political workers, in the same 
way, and for like purposes. In order to make 
himself clearly understood in Maryland as a 
Hill Democrat, and, perhaps, to establish be- 
yond doubt his desire to be regarded as leading 
a Hill movement, he has come out against 
ballot reform, just as the Legislature that is ex- 
pected to adopta ballot reform bill is meeting, 
‘he Baltimore Sun has made two attacks upon 
him. That of yesterday was strong enough. 
In order that its intention should not be mis- 
understood, it agai takes up the subject 
to-day, and in an argument for the adop- 
tion of a ballot reform measure it 
disposes in vigorous style of the weak and un- 
worthy talk of the menu who have been using 
cheap catch words of derision in answering the 
advocates of civil service reform, tariff reform, 
and ballot reform. Asif to make the position 
of Gorman as a Hillman and as an opponent 
of ballot reform clear at once, the Sun identities 
the name of Cleveland with the three leading 
questions referred tv as the most important 
now before the people. I[t says: 

“Mr. Cleveland represents a large and in- 
ereasing class of public men and private citi- 
zens who, while thoroughly devoted to the 
party to which they belong, are patriots rather 
than partisans, and put the eternal principles 
of right aud justice avove considerations of per- 
sonal success or political expediency. They 
are reformers, not because they love to pose ia 
a réle in which many adventurers have won 
success, but because they realize that there are 
many things which earnestly demand re- 
form and which must be reformed if our 
political system is to be freed from many pres- 
ent evils and relieved of the dangers that 
tnreaten our future. There is a trinity of 
these reforms with which Mr. Cleveland’s name 
and public life are connected. They are civil 
service reform, tariff reform, and baliot reform, 
and of each of these Mr. Cleveland has been for 
years the uncompromising advocate and 
champion. Important as iseach of these. bal- 
lot reform, in Maryland at least, is one of the 
most pressing urgency, not only because of its 
inherit gravity, but because if the present Leg- 
islature adjourns without dealing with the sub- 
ject satisfactorily it must wait for another two 
years before it can secure attention. And it 
wouid be well for practical politicians to under- 
stand at the very outset of this session of the 
General Assembly that they can neither shufiie 
with the reform nor laugh it out of court. 

“Reform was once the romance of politics, 
but it is no longer merely the motto of political 
dudes or of sentimental sucklings. Itis now # 
practical business issue and is the warcry of 
strong men. There are both backbone and 
brains behind it, and behind the backbone and 
brains of the leaders are the backbone and 
prains of the people. It is absolutely astound- 
ing that any man of intelligence or experience 
in public life should fight against the pop- 





ular will, so elearly and unmistakably ex- 
pressed as it has been in all parts of 
the country with regard to reform in 


election machinery. There cannot be the 
shadow of a doubt that the people of Maryland 
want baliot reform based on the Australian 
election law. Itis absurd and insulting to teil 
them that that is not What they want and that 
they really need something else. Legislators 
are the servants of the people, not dictators. 
The people of Maryland have been promisea 
something modeled upon this particular law, 
and they will be satistied with nothing else. 
There was a time when doubts were expressed 
as to the suitability of this law for the condi- 
tions which attend elections in this country, it 
seems that some of our statesmen—those who 
do not read, perhaps—persist in doubting.” 

“The day is past,” the sun says, ** when the 
Democrats can afford to permit the slander to 
be perpetrated that an election in Maryiand 
has the eftect of a general resurrection, when 
the dead all vote the straight Democratic ticket. 
If the Democrats are to lose by fair elections 
the sun prefers that they should lose.” It says: 
‘And now we are told that the Australian law 
won't do at all ‘you know,’ because it decreases 
Democratic majorities. And if this were true, 
what then? Shall we continue in sin tnat 
grace May abound? Shall we allow cheat- 
ing and dishonesty and bribery and cor- 
ruption to prevent Democratic majorities 
from declining? If Democratic majorities in 
this State are only embraced in tombdstone reg- 
istration we should thank God for the law that 
would cut this rottenness out of the body poll- 
tic. But they are not based upon any such 
abominable fraud. The bemocrats of Mary- 
lana are earnestly in favor of a clean, honest, 
and effective law. They want no dead men’s 
votes and no living men’s money corruptly used 
to help them carry this State. They are not 
afraid of the Australian ballot law. They ask 
it; they demandit. Vhis reform knocks at tho 
door of the Anvapolis State House as no retorm 
ever knocked before. It claims admission in 
the King’s name—in the name of the sovereign 
people. That man or party which turns it 
away will make a grave mistake.” 

The sun is @ greater power in Maryland than 
Gorman. It helped to make him. It could 
easily undo its work of creation, which it 
appears likely to be sorry for, and it will not be 
trammeled by any affection for Hill in upsetting 
Hill’s Maryland leader.

He was asked to give a reason, 
and then declared that Brown was the man who 
had ferried J. Wilkes Booth across the Potomac 
after the aetor had shot President Lincoln, 
Brown was promptly discharged, and he now 
thinks less than ever of Mr. Mudd,

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BRICE BOBS UP SERENELY. 





TOLERABLY CERTAIN TO CAPTURE THE 
SENATORIAL PRIZE IN OHIO, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 2.—The Senatorial pot 
has boiled very lively to-day, and the hosts of 
Millionaire Thomas have been in high glee, 
claiming not only the nomination of their favor- 
ite, but the withdrawal of Mr. Brice from the 
field before the caucus. 

In an interview Mr. Thomas said: ‘I am cer- 
tain that my candidacy is stronger than it was 
a week or so ago. We have been much encour- 


aged during the lust few days by the situation, 
and now there seems to be a decided wave in 
my favor.” 

‘Do you expect strong support from the 
representatives of the laboring classes?” 

* Well, I have received numerous letters from 
labor organizations of various paris of the 
State assuring me of ubeir support, and if this 
has any influence on the legislators, I will cer- 
tainly have a good vote trum that source, 
Whether it will influence members for me or 
not remains to be seen.’”’ 

Everything went merrily with the Thomas 
people until to-night, when Mr. Brice arrived 
and received # notable ovation which seemed 
to cast a shadow over thw effervescent spirits ot 
his chief opponent. Following Col. Brice came 
the Hamilton County delegation, accompanied 
by a large number of political workers and 
office seekers. The crowds at the hotels to- 
night are very large, and on the streets the 
Senatorship is the only theme discussed, 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Brice is the 
winner in the race regardless of the claims of 
his opponent. He lives in a Democratic county 
and has the prestige of being Chairman of the 
National Committee, while Mr. Thomas comes 
trom S;ringfield, astrongnold of Republicanism, 
and the county is surrounded by others of ke- 
publican persuasion. The fact that Mr. Brice 
is the only candidate with a military record 
will also have no little effect in deciding the 
question as to who will be the next Senator. 
While no one can tell who the Hamilton County 
members will favor, it is more than safe to 
say that Brice will receive 7 of the 12 on 
the first ballot, and 11 of the 12 on the second, 
There will be four or five field candidates, but 
after the first ballot all of these will likely go 
to the stable, when the reali contest between 
Brice and Thomas will commence. 

In an interview on hig arrival, Col. Brice sald: 
“‘T shail use all honorable means to succeed, 
{f I fail, the nominee will make a good Senator. 
All of the candidates are men of integrity and 
ability.”

WILL. 


JUDGE BARNARD DECIDES THAT MANY 
OF THE BEQUESTS ARE GOOD. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Judge Barnard 
to-day filed his decision in the matter of the 
construction of John Guy Vassar’s will. He 
decides that the Baptist church of Poughkeep- 
sie, having raised emough to pay off a fifteen- 
thousand-dollar mortgage, is entitled to the 
$10,000 given it by Mr. Vassar, and that the 
gifts to the several corporations of sums of 
money subject to the payment of annuities are 
good. The coal fund of $1,000 belongs to the 
Vassar Home for Aged Men to be distributed 
by the lady managers. The Judge decides also 
that Vassar College can take its bequest of 
$40,000, as the proof fails to show that 
at the death of the testator the college had 
property the annual value and income from 
which was up to the then corporate limit of 118 
right to hold. He declares that the memoranda 
foundin Mr. Vassar’s sachel have no force or 
eifect eitber upon will or codicils, aud from their 
nature they reflect the testator’s ideas of distri- 
bution and were conunually changing to meet 
altered conditions of the property of the tes- 
tator. 

The important part of the decision is that the 
gittofasum fora proposed orphan asylum is 
good, and Judge Barnard expiains at consider- 
able longth as to that bequest. He says that 
the only objection which can be taken to this 
bequest is that there is an uniawful restraint of 
the power of alienation of land, or an illegal 
suspension of the absolute ownership of the 
personal property beyond the possible limit of 
two lives, There is no limit at all in eitier case. 
When the testator died, the property went 
to the executors ip trust, firet, to pay 
debts and funeral expenses, secund, to 
pay legacies, and third, to distribute. The 
testator has not extended the time in which 
distribution is to be made. The legal title con- 
tinues 1m the executors for the purpose of the 
trust, and the will is to be read asif it had stat- 
ed that he gave one-third of the residue of his 
estate to au orphan asylum if the Legislature 
should pase an act to ineorporate the same by 
the time the estate is to be legally divided. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the de- 
cision on the case of the orphan asylum, sev- 
eral well-known lawyers maintaining that 
Judge Barnard is wrong On that particular por- 
tion of the will. 

The decision will be undoubtedly carried to 
the Court of Appeals. 








TESTED BY THEIR OLUB,

WILMINGTON DEMOCKATS LIKE THE AUS- 
TRALIAN BALLOT SYSTEM. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 2.—The Australian 
ballot system was given a practical test in this 
city lastevening at the annual election of offi- 
cers of the Young Men’s Democratic Club, The 
members of the club entered heartily into the 
scheme for the purpose of giving the new sys- 
tem as practical atest as possibia. One draw- 
back was the lack of contestants for the various 
offices to be filled, but with two candidates for 
Vice President, and several aspirants in excess 
of the required number for members of the Ex- 


ecutive Committee, a fairly-interesting contest 
resulted. 

In e corner of the assembly room of the 
clubhouse was a curtained apartment fur- 
nished with a table ana a chair, Onthe table 
were printed ballots, prepared by the club, 
containing the names of ali the candidates. 
The members entered this booth singly, checked 


-off on the ballots the names of the candidates 


of their choice, and then came out and voted. 

About one hundred ballots were east during 
the two hours that the polis remained open 
without any crowding or confusion. Of the 
ballots cast only three were rejected in the 
count on the score of irregularity in marking 
the names to be voted for. 

The result was a general expression of favor 
with the reform system of voting, and it is 
probable that when the Delaware Legislature 
next meets the enactment of the Australian 
ballot law will find able supporters among the 
members of the Young Men’s Democratic Club 
of this city. 


DR. PETERS REPORTED KILLED 


HIS DEAD BODY DESCRIBED WITH ONE 
ARM SEVERED. 


FRANKFORT, Jan. 2,—The Frankfort Journal 
has news from Lieut. Rust, who has arrived at 
Aden. He states that while on the way to join 
Dr. Peters he was seized with severe iliness and 
lay unconscious for five days. All his followers 
thereupon deserted him, except one personal 
attendant, 

Subsequently one of these deserters returned 
and told Lieut. Rust that at a point one day ais- 
tant he had seen the murdered bodies of Peters 
and Tiedeman, that one of Peters’s arms was 
severed from his body. and that there were 
three spear wounds in Tiedeman’s breast.

THE DEADLY INFLUENZA 


FOUR OF ITS VICTIMS COM- 
MIT SUICIDE, 
THE DISEASE SPREADING RAPIDLY IN 
THIS VICINITY — A NUMBER OF 
DEATHS REPORTED. 


Influenza was a factor in three cases of sul- 
cide reported at the Coroners’ office yesterday. 
Mrs. Margaret Steneck, wife of John D. Steneck, 
a hatter at 1,309 Broadway, was attacked by 
the allmenton Tuesday. It was not a serious 
case as the disease goes, but she was asthmatic 
and nervous, and the new trouble affected her 
greatly. Early New Year’s morning she took a 
dose of paris green at her home, 226 East Thir- 
ty-ninth-street, and Dr. J. S. Drain was sum- 


moned. The amount of poison taken was small, 
but Mrs. Steneck died, rather from exhaustion 
than from gastritis. 

Tuesday afternoon, Charles Carroll, a_bar- 
tender at 76 Thitd-avenue, left his wife Ellen 
ironing 1D the rear flat on the third floor of 215 
East Nivety-elghth-street. Five hours later he 
found her in bed with a severe attack of influ- 
enza. She would not have a doctor called, and 
would not go to one New Year’s morning when 
she got up to prepare her busband’s breakfast. 
The attack increased in severily, and early yes- 
terday morniug her husband yave her a mus- 
tard bath and put on a mustard plaster in their 
bedroom, which was to the south of the flat. 

Mrs. Carroll was then a little flighty. Her 
husbantt allowed her to take some bedding to a 
living room st the north end of the flat. After 
a few minutes she sprang up and, saying to her 
stepdaughter Mary, ‘‘ Moliy, you'll telegraph to 
my sister,” darted toward the south bedroom. 
Sbe ran so quickly that although she brushed 
past ber husband he could not stop her. In the 
south bedroom she juwped on the bed, and 
throwing up # window, dived down an air and 
light snaft and was instantly killed. She was 
Carroh’s second wife, and her maiden name 
wee Spaulding. They were married here In 


Sarah A,. MoeAuliffe, Matron at the Essex 
Market Police Court Prison, drowned herself in 
the East River at Sixtieth-street yesterday. 
She had recently been transferred from duty at 
the Tombs, and her home was an oid-fashioned 
isolated brick house on a bluit at 411 East 
Sixty-first-street. Tuesday she could not at- 
tend to her duties because of an attack of the 
epidemic which developed into bronchitis, She 
passed the night in Brooklyn atthe howe of her 
son John, who is an elevated rairoud con- 
ductor. New Year’s Day she was worse, and 
went home, and another son, Thomas J. McAu- 
liffe, a earpenter of 443 East Fifty-eighth- 
street, Was with her until midnight. 

At daybreak yesterday arap at the basement 
window of bis house was answered by Miss 
Cherry, her niece, and, recognizing ber aunt, 
she said she would open the door, but Mrs, 
McAuliffe said *‘ Never mind.” When Thomas 
went out she was gone, Thomas dressed as 
quickly as he eould and hunted for his mother 
without result, and was in the Twenty-tifth Pro- 
cinct Station House when a boy came in with 
news of the finding of her body. Her body was 
taken to an undertaker’s in East Fitty-ninth- 
atreet, 

Mrs, McAuliffe had been in the service of the 
Department of Charities and Correction for 
fifteen years. In 1882 she was Assistant Ma- 
tron at the workbouse, when she was traus- 
ferred to the Tombs under Matron Adamson. 
Miss Adamson died in 1883, and Mrs. McAuliffe 
was promoted. She was transferred Deo, 20 
for Violating the rules of the prison. 

Mrs. McAuliffe was not ia her right mind 
when she destroyed herself, and had evidently 
plauned to kill herself on New Year’s Day. 
She was fairly well to do, and a firm of Centre- 
etreet lawyers, who managed her property, re- 
ceived four postal cards, undated, but mailed 
Wednesday night. Onesaid: ‘ Judge Blake, 1 
am mad. [don’t know where I am going. Give 
all my effects to relatives.’’ Another ran: ‘‘ The 
two lots above the Harlem are for Terence 
McAuliffe. Five lots at Beach Junetion are for 
John McAulitfe. One lot in East New-York is for 
your own trouble, The $1,000 will be for my 
funeral expeuses,—Sarah McAulitfe, 411 Eust 
Sixty-first-street.” 

The third postal card reiterated her wish to 
have her personal belongings divided among 
her relations, The fourth postal said: ‘Mr. 
Biake: Please attend to this case, as I do not 
know whatIshalido. Iam ali but crazed and 
maddened wildly. There 1s so much that [ 
don’t know about the charges upon charges, 
and how many more is planning. How time is 
needed now for me in this case! On! it’s sad, 
friend.” 

There were reported at the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics during the twenty-four hours ending 
at noon yesierday thirty-two deaths from pneu- 
monia and nineteen from bronchitis. 


Thomas A. Byrnes, an actuary for the Ger- 
mau-American Insurance Company, was sick 
with influenza on Tuesday. In the evening he 


left his boarding house at One Hundred and 
Eighteenth-street and New-avenue and went to 
250 East Seventh-street, tle residence of his 
brother-in-law, T. F. Connolly, intending to stop 
there. But Mrs. Connolly was sick with the 
same complaint and her child had pneumonia, 
so Mr. Byrnes, after taking quinine and brandy, 
went home. When he arrived he was irrational, 
and his brother, the Rev. Father Byrnes of the 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament, ia West 
Seventy-first-street, was sent for. Before he ar- 
rived Mr. Byrnes, who had gone to bed, dressed 
and escaped, and although the police were noti- 
tied and a eearch made all night and on New 
Year’s Day uo trace of him was found. 

Yesterday morning, however, he was found 
dead in a vacant lot at One Hundred and 
Eighteenth-street and Eignth-avenue. He lay 
fave downward, and had evidently Killed him- 
self by falling into the lot down an embank- 
ment, as his face was cut and bruised. His 
friends were unableto discover where he was 
Tuesday night and Wednesday. 


Two deaths from pneumonia following intiu- 
ehza were reported from the St. Francis Hes- 


pital yesterday. One of the patients was Rich- 
ard Reinike, a brewer’s hand, and the other J. 
Klosterborn, a mechaaic. Reinike was wight 
hours in the hospital, and Kiosterborn only five 
bours. 


KEYPORT, N. J., Jan. 2.—George A. Campbell 
of this place is the first person in this section 
of the country to die from the effects of the 


grip. Mr. Campbell was taken ill about a week 
azo with the disease, which rapidly developed 
into pneumonia, and at 2 o’clock to-day he 
died. Mr, Camppbell’s wife and children are all 
down With the disease, as arc also about twenty- 
five other persous bhereavout. Among them 
are Editor Bilison D. Pettuys of the Weekly and 
Constable James M. Walling. : 

Michael Mulvaney, a horseman of Engine No.

DR. GEORGE F. SHRADY’S OPINION. 

Dr. George F."Shrady has written an article 
for the forthcoming number of the Medical Rec- 
ord on the influenza. In it he says: 


There is now no doubt that influenza, or what 
is popularly kuown as “ the grip,’’ has become epi- 
demic in this city and is scattered broadcast over 
the country. Itis also quite evident that its gou- 
eral characters correspond with those noted in con- 
nection with the prevailing type of the malady in 
Russia, Germauy, and France. Fortunately tt 18 
oft such @ mild type that, save for its invasion of 
large districts aud for the large numbers of persons 
attacked, it would scarcely be noticed in the cate- 
gory of ailments connected with the usual ones 
which occur during Winter months associated 
with rapid and varied changes of temperature aud 
humidity. 

The wpe of the present epidemic partakes more 
of the febrile and nervous variety than that of the 

urely catatrhal, The increased temperature in 

he beginning of the attack, with the severe pains 

in the head, bach, and lower extremities, are the 
leading phenomena which are noted in the large 
majority of cases, Only in a comparatively few in- 
stances are the coryzal symptoms the leading 
teatures of the seizure. This latter -is, perhaps, a 
fortunate circumstance, in view of the generally 
accepted opinion concerning the greatly exag- 
gerated danger of bronchitis and pneumonia as 
necessary complications. The prostration is often- 
times extreme, but by no means dangerous, and 
readily yields to the usual remedies, 

The period of illness is comparatively brief, and 
rarely is the ordinarily robust patient contined to 
his reom more than two or threw days, very many, 
indeed, keeping up and about from the beginning to 
the end of the sickness. 

The reports of the fatality of the disease, as might 
have been expected, have been very much exagger- 
ated. Particularly does this remark apply to the 
alarming reports of the recent death rate in Paris. 
In point of fact, there is no disease with such a 
wide prevalence which has such a comparatively 
low mortality. In thiscountry, at least, there is 
ey to be reported the firet caso of death which can 

be laid toa pure and simple attack Of the disease. 
Even the serious complications are su few as scarce- 
ly to merit recognition alongside of those which are 
constantly occurring with the usnal diseases of the 





season, 

‘The after effects of the epidemic will doubtless be 
marked by feelings of prostratiou more or less con- 
tinued and a lowering of the health tone, The pre- 
viously robust will quickiy raily, while the teeble 
wilt require stimulants and tonics tor variable pe- 
Triods. The contugiouspess of the malady has not 
deciared itself, thus correspon@ing with the gen- 
eral character of the disease us noticed in previous 
epidemics. 

Tho treatment has been in accordance with indi- 
cations, und has necessarily varied. The remedies 
which have found most favor are laxatives, ano- 
dynes, antipyretics, and tonics, with atimnuiating 
expectorants, tor the headache antipyrin and the 
bromides have held their reputation, calomel and 
Salines as the luxatives have many advocates, while 
quinine in tonic doses, expecially in the latter 
stagea, has the confidence of the majority. 

From present indications aud from past history, 
the epidemic is likely soun Lo pass over, a few days 
more settling the question of immunity from at- 
tack. With this epidemic, as with ali others of its 








kind, the feeble and old have been the firat to suc- 








cumb and the slowest to recover, althongh all 
classes of cases have quite generally suffered, 
There is no better protection against an attack than 
the maintenance of good health by avoidance of 
over-fatizue, of undue exposure, and of insufficient 
food and sleep. Buteven these conditions are not 
absolute as safeguards, as no one living in an in- 
vaded district can have his safety guaranteed. In 
all probability there will be very fow indeed who, 
after the epidemic shall have pussed away, will 
claim a full immunity from any of its influences, or 
who will not be somewhat the worse for an entirely 
unsought experience. ; 


MARCH OF THE INFLUENZA. 
THE EPIDEMIC STILL CLAIMING VIC- 
TIMS ALL OVER THE WORLD. 


NEW-HAVEN, Jan. 2.—Col Charles H. R. 
Nott, a well-known young man of this city, 
who was an aide on the staff of Gov. Harrison 
several years ago, committed suicide nerr 
Wallingford this afternoon. The body was 
found lying near the railroad track with a bul- 
let hole in the head. ‘Nott had committed the 
deed while under the influence of quinine, 


which he had taken as a remedy for influenza. 
Col. Nott waa abuut thirty-five years of age and 
leaves a widow and child in this city. 


ALBANY, Jan, 2.—Warden Fuller writes to the 
Superintendent of Siate Prisons that there are 
over four hundred cases of influenza among the 


prisoners in Clinton Prison, and that the work- 
ing force is being weakened by new cases from 
hour to hour. His clerk and assistant clerk are 
also confined to their beds at Piattsburg with 
the disease. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 2.—At Port Jervis 
last night George Clark, bookkeeper for the 
Chicago Dressed Beef Comany, died after a 
brief sickness of la erippe. He was twenty- 
tive years of age and unmarried. The disease 


prevaile extensively through this region, put 
this is the first fatal case reported. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 2.—Dispatches from Con- 
nellsville, Penn., report the death there yester- 
day of George W. Seaton, a well known printer, 
of influenza. This is the first death trom la 
grippe in this vicinity. Over 100 cases are re- 
porie | in Connellsville. 

St. Louis, Jan. 2.—A’ speeial from Jefferson 
City, Mo., says there are twenty-eight cases of 
influenza there. Labor Commissioner Merri- 
weather and Gov. Francis’s private secretary, 
M. A. Fanning, are among the victims. 

Boston, Jan. 2.—John Cronin, aged eighteen 
years, employed as a clerk, died yesterday 
from the results of a severe attack of influ- 
enZa. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 2.—C. Frank Chafee, 
a clerk inthe Rumford Chemical Works and a 
well-known man about town, died this morning 
of pneumonia resulting from “la grippe.” 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 2.—A change in the 
weather has assisted the spread of la grippe 
considerably, and increased the number of 
cases reported last night and to-day. One phy- 
sicial reports that he has tifty new cases of in- 
fluenza. Dr. George Ross says that there are 
several hundred cuses of the disease under med- 
icai treatment in the district In which he 
resides. ‘Lhe spread of the epidemic appears to 
be general throughout the city. 

QUEBEC, Jan. 2.—Several cases of la xzrippe 
are reported in this city. The weather now 
prevailing undoubtedly contributes to the prop- 
pagation of the disease. The rain 18 pouring 
dgwn, and a dense fog hovers over the city. 
The tirst case of the disease was reported yes- 
terday. 

PAxis, Jan. 2.—The mortality ia still abnor- 
mally great. On Tuesday there were 389 deaths, 
and on Wednesday 334. The reopening of the 
schools already closet is postponea, and otn- 
ers are about to Close. 

VIENNA, Jan. 2.—The epidemic fails somewhat 
as to the number of victims here, but it is more 
virulent. In Prague and Dresden it ia increas- 
ing. Count Taate is confined tu his bed with 
the influenza. 

TANGIER, Jan. 2.—The United States squadron 
arrived here to-day and exchanged salutes, but 
did not comuiunicate with the city, as there are 
On the ships altogether forty-eignt cases of in- 
tluenza. 

DRusDEN, Jan. 2.—The Queen of Saxony, 
Baron Mobrenheim, and Dr. Zolliager have the 
influenza. 


RoME, Jan. 2.—Signor Crispi has the influenza, 
whiob is spreading in all the large towns.

eons ROM FAIRYLAND. 

THE NEW YEAR FITTINGLY GREETED 
AT THE METROPOLITAN OPERA 
HOUSE—THE GUESTS AND THE COS- 
TUMES. 

The New Year’s Ball, about which so much 
has been said and written, and which was to 
be the most notabie event society has taken part 
in these many years, proved to be an unqual- 
ified success at the Metropolitan Opera House 


last night. There were very nearly eleven 
hundred persons in attendance, and they repre- 


sented the wealth of the city in a most mark- 
edly thorough way. The arrangements; which 
had been so long considered by Mr. Ward Mc- 
Allister, and which had been perfected only 
after a vast deal of labor, were carried outin a 
way that was very flattering to the originator 
and promoter of them. Socially the bali was 
the most brilliant that New-York has ever had. 

It had been f ared that the programme would 
be interfered with and that, though the enter- 
taipment was a private one, the service of wine 
would be prevented by the police after 1 o’clock. 
Thanks to the advice of the Corporation Coun- 
8el, no such interference was attempted. Mr. 
Clark held that entertainment to 
which the public not ‘invited and 
for which tiekets could not be purchased did 
not Yall within the definition of a public 


ball, and that the “furnishing of wines and 
liquors to the guests by the hosts of the oc: 
casion” was not a matter falling within the 
regulations of the excise law. In consequente 
of this opinion the scene which might have oc- 
curred of uniformed policemen putting a stop 
to a supper at which ladies and gentlemen had 
been invited by their friends did not occur. 

Within the house the sentiment which called 
the ball into existence—the desire to meet and 
to greet one’s friends at the beginning of the 
new year—was the ruling spirit of the hour. 
There were cheerful New Year wishes heard on 
every hand, and with the decadence of the old 
custom of calling, it may be safe to predict that 
an entertainment l;Ko that ot last night will in 
all probability begin e ¢2 twelvemonth in the 
home of the Knickerbockers heaceforth. 

The approach to the Opera House was by no 
Means promising, for the sidewalk in front of 
the Main entrance was shut is by a huge shed, 
which was as bare as plame pine boards can 
be and quite as unsightly. But, perbaps, in 
true artistic spirit, it was the intention of the 
managers of this great New Year's ball to make 
it more successful because of the contrast. But 
what this approach and outer shell to the 
festivities within lacked in decoration it made up 
iu its show of vivacity, and the rush and shatf- 
fling of the great crowd of persous who assen- 
blea on all sides of the inclosure to obtain, if it 
were by the mecrest chance, the glint of the 
jewels or the shen of the sai n of some fair 
metrymaker as she stepped from uer carriage 
to the heavy carpet which led to th@entrance. 

The police arrangements were excellent, for 
Capt. Reilly was present in command of suffi- 
cient men to see that the carriage arrangements 
were not broken and to keep the crowd either 
in motion or at arespectful distance from the 
guests of Mr. McAllister’s committee. The car- 
rlages were driven to the entrance after the 
same plan as has characterized the manage- 
ment of preceding balls. Theres was, how- 
ever, some tangle. The carriages formed” in 
line from Fifth-avenue, along Thirty-fourth- 
streetto Broadway, thence to the Opera House, 
the carriazes approaching the main entrance 
to the house from the south. There were two 


doorways, or rather spaces, in the Broadway 
front of the inclosure, and thus two carriages 
were enabled to discharge their occupants at 
the same time. 

Unfortunately the men who had been provid- 
ed to open the carriage doors and assist the 
ladies to alight were exceedingly clumsy, and it 
was sometimes only by great good fortune that 
serious accidents did not happen. One lady lost 
ner footing aud fell full leneth upon the side- 
walk. The only thing which the attendant did 
was to stumble over her ball dress. 

Once within the inclosure, however, prog- 
ress to the entrance was comparatively easy, 
tor there were servants in livery pres- 
ent to direct new-comers to the door, 
where there stood two ticket takers super- 
intended by Johnson, that official who has 
acted in the same capacity at all the Patriarchs’ 
and Bachelors’ entertainments for a dozen 
years. But to make assurance that none but 
the elect should enter, Johnson was assisted by 
Inspector Byrnes and several or his staff and one 
of the committee, who was relieved every fifteen 
minutes by an associate.

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A SOUTHERN FOREST GLADE. 

Leaving the wa:m January night behind one, 
the entrance was made through the big swinging 
doors of the edifice, the glasses of which had 
been partly obscured by stiken hangings, There 
was as yet no intimation of the splendor to 
come. Nothing was yet heard save the wheels 
of the carriages which were arriving without 
and landing their freight of merrymakers with- 
in the covered way. The second series of 
swinging doors opened and closed, and a scene 
such as has rarely met even the most traveled 
burst upon one.

Persons familiar with the lobby of the Metro- 
politan Opera Heuse need not betold how de- 
void of all attractivenessitis. Butlast night all 
the familiar accessories of the place were hid- 
den. ‘There was to be seen nothing but a dense 
mass of green, and of that shade of green, too, 
whieh one encounters only in the ferests of 
Georgia and Florida. The walls were of oling- 
ing Southern vines, so thickly interwoven that 
through no space showed the old rose of the 
original surface. Against this almost black- 
green background stood palm trees, their long 
spear-like leaves waving as one by one the 
guests arrived and bronght with them a 
draught from the night. The cciling, with its 
wurm coloring, was left untouched, but the 
vines were so profuse and so naiuralin their 
training that instead of a flat top to this introduc- 
tion into the coming beauties, the angles were 
all removed and a dome of verdure was formed. 

Separating the lobby from the foyer are 
three arches, reinforced by a grsecefal series of 
iron gates. The scheme of decoration was car- 
ried to these, which were nothing more than 
great columns of trailing wlematis, with the 
beautiful Southren moss clingineihere and there, 
just as though one had entered the Evergiades 
and had founa adoubly-enchdénted spot. The cie- 
matis climbed everywhere, clung everywhere. 
It trailed over the iron gates until they became 
nothing wore nor less than screens of vertiure, 
whose waxy leaves reflected the soft light 
which was thrown upon them ke the clusters 
of incandescent electric lights, which, like the 
grapes of the Promised Land, hungin great 
clusters and shed their radiance on either sido 
of this soreen, which waa to part'from the elect 
of sommnny those whose business it was merely 
to attend upon their employers. These lights 
were suspended from the centre of each arch, 
and as there were 100 of them in this compara- 
tively confined space the briliiansy of the 
entrance may be appreciated. 

Passing between these verdure-clad gates, 
the fortunate attendants found themselves in 
what was a most charmingly reprodubded tropical 
garden. The trailing vines apd clinging moss 
became more luxuriant. There was no break 
in the mnasses of green here, for, as the boxes 
wore not used, the broad stairways flanking the 
main entrance were transformed into terraces 
whereon, with a foundation of mosses and ivy, 
stood paim trees rising each row a little loftier 
than the other, the light green of the palm 
intermingling with the darker green of the 
orange trees, whose golden fruit sent forth new 
and still sweeter odors to meet each new-comer. 
The way left to the supper rooms was formed 
of an arch of foliage. The balcony which over- 
bangs the main entrance was backed and sur- 
mounted with orange and palm trees, from the 
celling hung the clematis and the Southern 
moss, whose gracefully waving fibres made the 
upper portiou of this bit of decoration seem to 








be instinct with the animation of some breezy 
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Georgian woodland, Overhanging the balcony 
was more clematis and ivy, forming an un- 
broken green background. 

The sides of the stairways were covered with 
verdure, and it was surrounded by this weaith 
of Springtime in the midst of Winter that one 
passed beneath this legend of celebration as 
well as of welcome and passed into the dimly- 
lighted yet beautiful grotto, which was the 
preliminary halting point before the baliroom 
was reached. 3 

Beneath the balcony the ceiling at the joining 
of the two corridors which encircle the big 
auditorium was covered with clematis, with 
great masses of moss, and with stray garlands 
ot smilax. On either side stood palm and orange 
trees, the latter bearing fruit. The branches of 
the leaves and the banging vines formed an ap- 
parently almost impenetrable greito the shad- 
ows in which the light which came dimly from 
the clusters within the arches served to increase 
rather than dispel. In order that the illusion 
should not be broken and thatthe imaginative 
might easily believe themselves actually witir 
ina forest giade, the continuation of the cor- 
ridors, where were situated the hat and cloak 
rooms, Was screened by # big cypress tree at 
each angle. Thus the continuity of the foliage 
was upbroken even when the folding doors, 
which permitted entrance to the auditorium of 
the Opera House were encountered. These, too, 
were clad in green, curtains of English ivy 
hanging over them, but not in such & way as to 
interfere with their very necessary working. 
The little passageway leading upward to the 
dancing floor was screened, so far as its Walls 
were concerned, with clematis. It was when 
issuing from this that the full beauty of tne 
house, which had been so exquisitely decorated 
by Klunder, was perceived. : 


——_— 
IN THE BALLROOM. 

The first thing which impressed one was that 
there were no boxes. If there wus tropical 
luxuriance without, here was Northern Spring- 
time freshness and color and the fairest blos- 
s0ms that bloom in the early year. The great 
extent of the auditorum would have made any 
less lavish decoration seem meagre, indeed. 
The scheme of the decorator was to give those 
persons who were near the proscenium arch an 
idea of the immensity of the ballroom by mak- 
ing the great masses of foliage take a gradual 
progression toward the centre and top of the 
house, so that looking in the direction of the 
entrance it was as though one were gazing 
upon the side of a precipitous mountain with 
all its manifold verdure and wealth of flowers. 
The illusion, even in the brilliancy beatowed 
upon the room by 1,200 electric lights, was 


nearly perfect. The one exclamation heard 
from all who entered that beautiful room was. 
** How lovely,” or, ‘This 1s a veritable forest!” 
The decorator had taken Turkey red and had 
testooned the fronts of all the boxes and tho 
gaileries withit. This deprived the houses or 
lts usually cold effects ou account of its un- 
decided decorations, and gave as # basis for all 
the superimposed verdure and flowers a 
warmth of background which added infinitely 
to the value of their own beauties. 

The first tier of boxes was effectively con- 
cealed by trees in full foliage, lifting their 
heads fully forty feet. Lhey were represesta- 
tions of the Winter forest beauty of the North, 
South, and West, and they gave a foundation to 
the masses of color and verdure which extend- 
ed nearly three times the distance to the dume. 
In these trees were hung great clusters of aal- 
todils and tulips, the yellow of the one and 
scariet of the others making bits of gorgeous 
coloring in tue shades cast by the tree boughs. 
Above the rail of the first tier of boxes jusé 
peeped the tops of tiny holly, laurel, and cy- 
press trees. These were backod by suili taller 
ones, 80 that the interiors of the stalls, which 
play so important a part during the opera sea- 
son, were completely filled. Bat the dark 
green Was not io be unrelieved, forin each box 
there was a great vank of flowers. {n 
one there were tender and odorous white 
byacinths, in another crimson tulips nodded 
their heads, in a third the yellow daffodils were 
as masses of gold, while in others the whit» 
jonquils and the pale yellow primrases rivaled 
each other in beauty. The splendor resuiting 
from this arrangement Was accentuated by tlhe 
grouping of iIncaudescent electric lights in 
clusters of three, each point of brilliancy mak- 
ing a queer but beautitul trefoil glow upou the 
masses Of flowers. This festooning of eleciris 
lights was carried entireiy around tbe first tier. 
The weaith of verdure was made greater by the 
trailing of moss and clematis over the box ruil. 

The second tier of boxes, still with the red 
festooning and the luxuriance of creeping vines, 
had as its chief adornment, holly, laurel, anit” 
cypress trees of irregular height, the contrasts 
or height being sustained completely around 
the eircle. Here again the effect of a mountain- 
side was simulated aud was particularly 
iliusive. The third tier bore a mass of vines 
and musses, cieeping or trailing over the 
scarlet of the festouning. The interiors were 
concealed eifectively by the long sprays which 
swuug from the balcouy and the famiiy elrele, 
whose decorations were composed of winter- 
green and mistletoe, their red and white ber- 
ries, While not pervepiable trom the dancing 
floor, giving a featuery efivct to the dense masses 
of green. 

Bat all this formed only the walls of this mat- 
velously beautiful ballroom. The celiing was 
perhaps the greatest source of wonder and de- 
light, for it carried out tue idea that tne danuimr 
was done in the midst of Southern forests lands, 
and that the light which streamed through 
from above was actually the sunlight striving 
to find a pathway through the interlacing 
boughs and vines, for the ceiling of the room 
last night was wade of great frestounings of 
clematis and ivy, with bunches of moss trailing 
their ends away below. Long streamers of cle- 
matis waved twenty-five feet below tae audi- 
torium, while irregularly placedin this verdant 
luxuriance were 100 stars, each six feetin 
diameter, covered with tie filmiest blue and 
white paper. They either swung in the airor 
rested upon the vines, and through all of this 
streamed the light from the great central chan- 
delier of the Opera House many feet above. 
fhis filtered light, together witha the electric 
lichts along the first tier and another row 
making the third tier brilliant, furnished the 
entire illumination of the dancing fluor, but it 
was exceeding mollow and consequently 
charming. 

‘fhe separation by means of the proscenium 
arch of the main auditorium from the stage was 
not permitted to be in any sense conspicuous. 
The vines which made the box and gallery 
tronts so beautiful were trained around the 
sides of the arch, entirely concealing it, and 
making of the stage an enormous alcove. Tie 
result warranted sacriticing thie, for the integ- 
rity of the ballroom was sustained. ‘Che scen- 
ery on the stage Was a landscape, with remi- 
niscences of Siegfried and the Rhine maidens in 
it. To make it morerealistic were countless 
palm trees and exotics, while upon a terrace 
which extended about the sides of the stage 
were lilies, azaleas, and roses, ali blooming in 
the soil in which their seeds burst. Beneath 
the boughs of the trees seats were placed, and 
there, throughout the night, were the est of 
allthe gay scenes enacted, for not alone was 
this the flower garden of this forest-like danc- 
ing pavilion, but fromit could be sesured the 
most complete view of all the spiendors of the 
Gecorations. There were hundreds of electric 
lights here, too,and their brilliancy seemed 
heightened by the richer colors of Summer 
flowers which were set apart in it. 


QUADRILLE AND COTILLION. 
Once within the ballroom, surrounded by this 
extraordinary profusion of verdure and flowers, 
one only beeame aware of the reality of the 
merrymaking & la mode by his name being an- 
nounced by a huge footman arrayed in scarlet 
plush who stood at the corner of the entrance. 
Flunkies clothed in plush and in private livery 
had been everywhere without, at the great 
floral screen in the lobby, in the foyer, at ses 
spaces of ten feet in the corridor, at the gentle- 
men’s ccatrooms in the Fortieti-street vesii- 
bule, serving maids had been in the !aues’ 
salons on the parterre corridor, and ten more 
had been ready to dispose of the ladies’ cloaks 
in racks which had been built for them ou 
either sid» of the same corridor; but in this pro- 


fusion of floral decoration one had no chance to 
appreciate how perfectiy had been arranxed 
every detail of service and protection. 

Though few of the guests of the committee 
had arrived before 11 o’clock, vet when that 
hour struck on a set of silver caimes in one of 
the corridors the New Year’s ball was officia!l- 
ly open. There were threes of the moat admired 
ladies in the society of the city ready to receive, 
and a8 one’s name was announced he was wel- 
comed by Mrs. William Astor, Mra, De Luncey 
Kane, and Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt. Mrs. Anivt 
wore a Worth gown of extraordinary beauty. 
It was of a light brocade with a very long traiu 
of the same material. The bodice was décolletée. 
She wore a stomacher of diamonds, a diafnend 
tiara, and her famous necklace of brilliants. 
She was perhaps the most. noticearile 
of the group. Mrs. Kane’s costume was an 
elaborate one of white brocade, also with 
a long train and low-cut bodide. she, too, 
wore some beautiful jewels and tlowers. Mrs. 
RKoosevelt’s gown was of white silk. covered 
with white tulle. The lert side of the skirs had 
@ panel of cloth of gold. The bodice was also 
of cloth of gold, made décolletée, edged about 
the shoulders with white feathers. The garni- 
ture was of white flowers. She, too, wore many 
diamonds. 

They stood not more than ten feet from tne 
entrance to the dancing floor. As the guests 
passed them they were met by the gay strains 
of Strauss’s ‘‘ Vienna Women,” played by the 
Hongaerian orchestra, awd the; were seen 
whirling over the oig plan: in a waltz 
Though the bali wae at early one, the 











pauditorium of the Opera Mouse Cid not ap- 























pear to be well filled with the dangers until 
quite 11:30 o’clock. Then, however, the: corri- 
dors and the entrance vestibule was filled with 
@ superbly-dressed and chattering crowd, 
all expressing gratification at the: Sarrounsy 
ings and all anxious to get within. Almost b 
the time’ thse second number of the dancing list 
had been concluded there were visits made to the 
corridors on the Fortieth-street side, where Pin- 
ard had laid a beautifully-decorated buffet, on 
which were found lopean ete shameene? punch, 
bouillon,tea.and coffes. The abundance of the pro- 
Vision was so plentiful that many who appeared 
here to remedy the fatigues of the first dance or 
two, and were informed that the supper rooms 
were open, returned to the dancing floor to 
wait until after the drille d’honneur had be- 
come a thing of the past But those who re- 
mained regretted their impatience bécause of 
the deprivation of enioyment of the things to 
come in the assembly rooms above. 

When the first two dances were ended the 
Dall may have been described as a success, for 
there was present that element of enjoyment 
which most great balis lack, the sense of securi- 
ty that one’s neighbor in the dance might well 
be one’s personal guest. This pleasurable so- 
ciability, without whioh any assembly ts a fail- 
ure, was evident from the outset. Every one 
either knew every one else or wanted to. In 
quick succession came this dance music, every 
number filling the great dancing floor to alarger 
proportion:

It was promptly at 1 o'clock when from 
the musicians® inclusure came a fanfare of cor- 
nets, clear and ringing, bringing the lolterers in 
the supper rooms and the corridors hurrying to 
the at apartment within. All knew that the 
chief event of the evening was to take place. 
The ninety-six chosen, whose presence in the 
quadrille ah was because of their inais- 
putable right to claim the respect of their fel- 
lows, were to go through the stately measures of 
Sir Rogerde Coverley. Itis true that the move- 
ment was that of a Virginia reel, but it was the 
reel of the early part of the century—not the 
rolicking, dashaway romp which it is sometimes 
mads now. it became @ slow and graceful 
movement, whose advances, pauses, salutes, and 
courtesies were as stately as the music andas 
dignitied as the participants in the dance. 

Persons who had the g»vod fortune to witness 
this cerewonious minuets will not soon forget it. 
Surrounded by the most heautiful enviroament, 
the four sets, sach with twelve iadies and twelve 
gentiemen, stretched in parallel lines across 
the width of the room. Thus the dancing floor, 
with the exception of the space beyond the 
prsosnium arch, was the moving, winding, 
chunzing, bowing succession of figures, amon 
which were most of the beautiful women an 
many of the gallant men of the Nation’s society. 
Irrespective of the grace of the dance, which 
proceeded to the strains of the Hungarian Band, 
the scene as aspectacle wasa most brillant 
one. The most magnificent costumes” were 
blended. There was an almost dazzling effect 
from the splendid jewels which were worn, and 
which were peculiarly iridescent under the 
sort yet penetrating glow of the electric lights, 
The flowers which the ladies bore gave an addi- 
tional variety of color to the mass, and the fre- 
quent glitter of some order or uniform worn by 
some member of the diplomatic corps gave 
among the men points of contrast which were 
as brilliant as they were Charming. _ 

The form:t on of the seta was calculated to 
give somethiug of more than ordinary cere- 
monial to the quadrille @honneur, The 
aébutantes were assigned to the tirst set, and 
here was @ veritable gariand of buds. It was 
a aistinction of no small significance to make 
one’s tirst bow to society at the New Year’s bail, 
and sv the prizes, but twenty-iour in all, were 
eagerly disputed. The costumes were of pe- 
cuilur beauty, the great use of tulle in gowns 
giving them @ lightwe:s which made them 
especially charming. ine arrangement of the 
four sets was based upon a somewhat poetical 
idea of Mr. MeAllister’s. He was desirous that 
Social prominence should be hemmed in by 
beauty; that weight of dignity, that a cumbina- 
tion of millions and ancestry, should dance with 
flankines of the prettiest women that New- 
York cuuld muster. With this end in view the 
two centre sets of the quadrille were made up 
in this wise: 4

Though the measure was siow, it did not take 
long to complete the Sir Roger de Coveriey. It 
was like most good things; no sooner was it be- 
gun ihav it was half over. In alittle less than 
tiftteen minutes, when the last strains of the 
band ha begun to echo, the sets were breaking 
up, al} sneir members with faces flushed by the 
gentle but exhilarating exercise, all regret: 
ting that it had not jasted just alittle while 
longer. It was then quite 1:15 o’clock, andas 
at that hour the committee composed of Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Mr. Ward McAllister, and 
Mr. Byam K. Stevens were to take supper, 
there was a general movement toward the sup- 
per rooms, the Hungarian Band playing a 
maroh, 








THE SUPPER ROOMS. 

These were reached by means of the Thirty- 
ninth-street stairway and partly by the Fortieth- 
street one. As the supper rooms were opened 
at 11 o’clock and would remain at the service 
of the guests until after the cotilion was 
danced and the ball ended, thera was not even 
at this tame a crowd either on the stairway or 
in the rooms. These apartments were the ones 
known as the assembly rooms, on the parterre 
floor of the opera house. Pinard used all the 
space he had and there was plenty of it. There 
were covers laid for 1,200 persons on 
the 200 small tables which occupied 
the apartments known as the ballroom, 
the concert room, the foyer, and the green room. 
There were elaborately-decorated buffet tables 


at the sides of the ballroom and coneert room, 

whose tops and covers where not laden _ with 
viands showed palms, holly, and roses. Upon 
them, too, stood great silver candelabra in 
whieh burned pink candles. The small tables 
were separaied by onlv one main division 
—a broad alslie through which the guests 
made their way, aud from which they were 
served. Each table held, besides the service req- 
nisite for the supper, a haudsomely-decorated 
pot of palms, & bottle of champagne, and @ bot- 
tle of apollinaris. Save by tue plants and 
flowers which have been mentioned, the supper 
rooms were not decorated, but there was no 
Ocvasion for extra adornment, the rich mural 
ornaments being brought into full relief by the 
electric light. : 

It was proved that the judgment of the com 
mittes in serving the supper in Europ: an 
fashion, avoiding all the delays, crowds, and 
thousand annoyances “of @ supper procession, 
was excellent. The continuous service, like the 
continuous dancing, gave every one ample time 
to reach that condition of contentment whicao 
cowes of abundance. Even during the quudrille 
dad’ honneur there was very effective daucing be- 
yond the prosernium.arch by ladies and gentie- 
Ingen whose Dames were not included in the list 
which the committee had been s0 wavy days 
arranging. 

The menu of the supper was notable because 
of the varieiy and because of the delicacy and 
the rarity of the food which was provided. It 
was priuted in blue ink upon heavy bristol 
board, the beveied edges being gilded. It was 
plain almost to severity. It was as follows:

It. was while the guests were in the supper 
oom that the peculiar richness of the costum- 
ng was apperen. On. the danoing floor there 
had been too much motion to make indiviuual 
toilets noticeable. The groupings had been 
beautiful in the extreme, but the personality of 
the guest and the detailof her costume were 
not emphasized. It was when discussiug the 
bountifnl esuppiy of dainties which Pinard 
had supplied that the astonishingly slaporete 
decoration of the dresses, with gold au 
silver embroidery, was evident. There were 
scarc6 a score of gowns of the nearly 81x 
hundred costumes: worn which did not show 
In some particular the embroiderer’s art. The 
effort seemed to be, however, not so much 
to seoure really artistic handiwork as it was to 
secure effect. Gorgeousness was striven for, 
aud obtained in a marvelously effective way. 
The presence of gold embroidered and silver 
embroidered stomachers, made of the brightest 
‘of bullion, gave asheen which under the brill- 
‘jant light was at times almost dazzling.. The 
dowagers affected tliis to a very marked degres, 
and made their matronly forms even more con- 
' spicuous than they usually are because of their 
‘customary display of diamonds. 
There were alarge number of white gowns, 
too, in fact, they were in a consideravle major- 
ity, the material being usually of the heaviest 
brocades, softenedjby trimmings of mousseline 
desoie. The débutantes and the younger society 
women seemed to prefer tulie to almost any 
other of the materials, and as a resul¢ the mag- 
nitfivence of the dowaygers was softened very

When 
the last notes of “ Puppenfes” diel away the 
New Year’s ball was a thing of the past.

Of the hundreds of beautiful costumes which 
were worn the more notabie ones follow.

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BLOWN ALMOST TO PIECES 





DISASTROUS VOYAGE OF THE 
MILLIE G. BOWNE, 
6HE WAS THE LARGEST SCHOONER 
AFLOAT AND IS NOW AT THE BOT~ 
TOM OF THE SEA-—THE WRECK. 
NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 2.—The British steamship

pound from Merrypool, England, to Vera (ruz, 
which put into Lambert’s Point this afternoon 
for coal, had on board the Captain, crew, and 


two passengers of the schooner Millie G. Bowne, 


which left Boston, Mass., Dec. 7, and which 
Was abandoned Dec, 22 after she had been a 
‘wreck for ten days. 

The Millie G. Bowne was a four-masted 
echooner of 1,596 tons register, and was the 
jargest schooner afloat. She was builtat Cam- 
den, Me., and was launched Oot, 26, 1889, and 
the event was made the theme at the time of long 
newspaper stories, which were based on her 
gize and the handsome style inwhich she was 
fittea up. She had steam boisting apparatus 
and was heated throughout with steam. She 
was more like a yacht built for a pleasure party 
than for carrying purposes, though she was 
built in the strongest manner possible. She 


was built for fast sailing, and the short time 
during which she was out siowed that her de- 
signers had not been at sault in this part of her 
coustruction. 

Her voyage, while not 8 short one, was nota 
eucceseful one, aod the experience of those who 
Were ob board was such as to wake them wisn 
that the tri had not been confined to so small 
@ portion of thé vast ocean. Her Captain was 
Bidvey A. Ellis, a young but experienced sea- 
man, and the vessel was bound from Boston to 
Montevideo with a cargo composed of 13,050 
= of pine lumber, 500 barrels of cement, 500 

arreis of resin, 5, cases of kerosene oil, and 
160 cases of shoe blacking. Her passengers 
were J. M. Washoourne, Jr., of Boston, Secre- 
tary to the ‘Treasurer of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, and George W. Coleman, who is connect- 
ed with the Sunday school limes of the same 


city. 

The Bowne left the Mystic Wharf in Boston 
Saturday afternoon, Dec. 7, and rounded Cape 
Cod the next day, Everything went a8 smovth 
as could be wished until 2 o’clock on the mora- 
ing.of the 12th, when in longitude 58°, latitude 
89°, sue was struck by a southwest gale which 
continued with increasing force for four days. 
The seas were high and angry and broke clear 
over the schooner. Saturday, the 14th, all of 
her sails were carried away. First, in hauling 
down the spanker the topping lift gave way, 
and the gait and boom crushed in the large 
boat. The main gaff then broke and the main- 
pail split to pieces. The mizzen sail was hauied 
and the foresail single reefed, and witb singie- 
resied foresail and forestaysail an at‘empt was 
mude to run her before the wind aud seas. 

Two men were stationed at the wieel, but 
the quartering seas struck the rudder, knocked 
it oat of their hands, and one of the men, @ 
Frenchman named Charlie Brown, was caught 
under the wheel, and while it was flying round 
five of the spokes were broken out by coming 
in contact with his body. With the exception 
ofafew bruises, however, be escaped unhurt, 
none of bis bones being fractured. With this 
exception no one else was hurt. This was at 
8:30 o’cloock Thursday afternvon, the 12th. 

The vessel at this point became unmanage- 

able and dropped into the trough of the sea. 
The lashing piank of the forward deckload 
broke loose ana the wind blew the planks 
through the foresail of No.3 canvas, causing 
tto be split into shreds from top to bottom. 
as Captain hauled down the forestaysail ana 
eet the spanker, also @ storm trysall on the 
Mainmast, thinking thus to bring her head to 
the wind and sea, but this failed, as did an at- 
tempt to make a drag of an eight-inch hawser, 
of which 120 fathoms were run out with spars 
and broken sails attached. This improvised 
drag was then cut loose and the spanker and 
storm trysiil were hauled down and 100 fath- 
oms ofa nine-inch hawser were run out over 
the stern and the forestaysail set in a vain en- 
deavor to set her off before the sea and wind. 

Every resuurce had been tried, and stili the 
estanch vessel lay helpless in the trough of the 
gea. Kerosene oil from the cargo in perforated 

cans and bags was tried to keep the raging seas 
from breaking over her, butso strong was the 
wind that the oil was blown from the surface of 
the water as fast as it was put overboard, sun- 
day, the 15th, the wind increased to a ricane 
and blew somewhere near the rate of eighty 
miles an hour. At 5:45 that afternoon the 
spanker mast was blown off forty feet from the 
deck, and in a short time the mizzenmast weut 
by the board, about the same distance up. The 
mainmast was the next to go, and it went flush 
With the deck, and mast and wreck fell against 
the foremaat, which in a very short time, under 
the additional weight of this incumbrance, suc- 
oumbed to the territic gale which was blowing, 
leaving only six feet standing above the deck, 
and carrying the jibboom with it. 

The fail ot the mast added a noise like thun- 
der to the terrorof thetime. The rail of the 
echooner was broken in many places by the 
fali and the waters were washing clean over 
the vessel. She was a pertect wreck, and tbe 
haudsome cabins, which were furnished with 
Brussels carpets, tasty tapestries, and com- 
fortabie with upholstered chairs and lounges, 
were waist deep with water, which had forced 
its way through the companiouway and had 
reduced everything to an almost unrecogniza- 
ble ruin. ‘Tue cabin doors were stove in by the 
force of the waters and the galley was flooded 
and useless, 

On Monday. as ifin mockery of the damage 
which had oven done, the day was as bright and 
balmy as any day in April, though the angry 
geas bad not subsided. Work was at once bexun 
clearing away the wreck of vessel and cargo 
from the decks. The schooner still lay in the 
trougk of the sea and was rolling terribly. On 
Tuesday. the 17th, by hard work on the part of 
the crew and passengers everything was gotten 
off the deck. othing else remained to do, and 
from that time onto the day on which they 
were rescued by the West Cumberland the only 
work done was to try to get something to eat. 
That was not an easy matter, as the galley was 
as compiete a wreck as any part of the ship. 

The tirst thing necessary Was to manufacture 
a cooking stove, which was dune by punching a 
hole in the aide of ose of the iron barrels used 
to boiet ashes from the engine room. Capnsin 
which most of the food for the voyage was 

acked were used as covking utensils, and fried 
ewe proved a not very inviting article of diet, 
while Glams broiled on a shovel Were not the 
entrées usualiy served at fashionable tables, 
but with plenty of potatoes served to keep life 

“gnd beat in the bodies of the shivering men, 
who were without a change of clothing, every- 
thing having been washed out of finding by the 
rush of water through the vessel. On Sunday it 
waa thought best to lighten ship and the forward 
hatchway was entered and part of the cargo 
thrown overboard, but not much progress had 
been made when darkues came on. During the 
day signsis of distress were flown from the 
Drokeo masts, and at night torches made of 
kerosene--oaked rope were burned to attract 
the attention of passing vessels. Sunday night 
about 8 o'clock, what was the delight of those 
poor shipwrecked sailors «to see the lights of @ 
Veseel bearing down upon them. Never more 
glaily were the red and green of aide lights 
viewed by tired mariners, dangerous as the 
eignal sometimes is. 

The steamship, forsuch she shortly proved 
to be, ran close down to the schooner, and a 
boat with a willing and hardy crew was sent 
to the rescue, and all were in ashort time on 
board of the West Cumberland bound from 
Merrypool to Vera Cruz with a cargo of steel 
rails and bound to Norfolk for bunker coal. 
Capt. Kirkpatrick of the Cumberland and his 
officers and crew did everything in their power 
for the comfort of the shipwrecked men, and 
Capt Ellis and those who were with him are 
loud in their praises of the kindness which was 
shown them. 

The rescue was made in longitude 51°, 
latitude 38° 10’, the Cumberland having run ten 
miles out of her course to get the sehooner. 
Capt. Ellis was the last to leave his vessel, and 
before he got into the steamship’s boat two 
kervgene barrels forward were set on fire, so 

that the schooner wight be destroyed and not 
become a dangerous obstruction to navigation. 
Atl o’clock Monday morning the last of the 
reflection of the burning schooner was seen in 
the sky, and by that time as fine a vessel as 


ever sailed out of Boston Harbor had gone be- 
neath the wa7es. 
The crew of the schooner was taken in 


charge by Chaplain Merritt of the Seamen’s 
Bethel, and the passengers left to-night for 
home. The West Cumberland was twenty- 
eight days out from Liverpooi when she arrived 
here, and her passuge was anything but an 
easy one, as she encountered a series of west- 
erly gales which shook her up pretty badly, and 
it will be at least four or five days before she 
will be 1n shape to leave port, as there are re- 
pairs to be made to her machinery, which broke 
down on the 26th during @ heavy blow. None 
of her crew was hurt during the trip.

INDIGNANT DEPOSITORS. 





THEY FAIL TO GET THEIR PERCENTAGE 
FROM A DEFUNCT BANK, 
SCRANTON, Penn., Jan. 2.—There was con- 
sternation among the depositors of the defunct 
Scranton City Bank when they called this 
morning for the regular i0 per cent. which was 
promised them on the first of the new year, in 
accordance with the basis of settlement agreed 
upon some time since with the Directors, The 
understanding was that after the first dividend 
of 60 per cent, was paid on the ist of November 
last the remaining 40 percent. of the amount 
due would be paid in 10 per cent. installments 
on the firetdf each ensuing month. The De- 
cember installment was paid, but Assignee 
Gunster announced this morning that he bad no 
money on hand with which to meet the January 
installments. 
Director Merrifield, on behalf of himself and 
his associates on the board, sent the following 
Statement to the assignee: 
“The arrangement entered into by Charles Tropp, 
M. Goldsmith, Victor Koch, Henry Ambrust, an 
myself, by which depositora were to be paid, was 
upon the understanding that $36,000 of the amount 
realized from the sale of the cuai leases was to be 
paid in, and the further assurance that certain in- 
debtedness of the electric heat and light com- 
pany with which the Dank was involved had been 
osilively arranged. Ouly $73,750 of the former 
tem has been paid and the latter watter is still un- 
settled. Until those matters are fixed as agreed, we 
decline to indemnify you against the payment of 
any further dividends.” 

Assignee Gunster told a reporter that $12,000 
were atill due from the coal leases, and $25,000 
from the heat and power company. He had 
expected to receive these amounts in time for 
the Jauuary dividends, bat was disappuinted. 
He stated that there is still aque to depositors 
about $90,000, and $30,000 of that amount was 
required for to-day’s payments. He holds notes 
for $75,000, of which some are good and some 
wortbleas. But he expects to realize every dol- 
lar for the depositors in time. The depositors 
are indignant at what they consider a breach 
of faith on the part of the Directors, and unless 
au early settlement 1s made they will see what 
virtue there is in the law.

TRUST. 


THE POOL FORMALLY ORGANIZED AND 
PRICES TO BE ADVANCED. 


FINDLAY, Ohio, Jan. 2.—The window glass 
manufacturers of the United States have at last 
efiected a “combine” and formed a pool by or- 
ganizing themselves into a syndicate, with a 
capital of $800,000, the headquarters of which 
is to be in Chicago. The pool is to take all the 
window glass produced by the factories in the 
combine and dispose of the same at the follow- 
ing fixed prices: Eighty ana 5 per cent. off for 
singie-strength glass, and 80 and 10 per cent. 
of for double-strength. These figures shall pre- 
vail for the present, but are liable to be ad- 
yeneed about the time the trade opens in the 

ring. 

The pool is composed of the Ohio and Indiana 
Window Glass Association, comprising twenty- 
nine factories; the United Window Glass Com- 

any of Chicago, controlling ten bouses; the 

ittsburg Association, of about twenty facto- 
ries, and the Chambers, MéKee & Co.’s tank 
houses at Jeannette, and is a i1ormidaple trust, 
as the output from these factories represents 
more than three-fourths of ali the window glass 
produced in the United States. Thowas F. Hart 
of Muncie, Ind., is President of the association, 
and U. G. Baker of this city Secretary and 
Treasurer. The new arrangement went into 
effect to-day, and hereafter window glass will be 
higher than at any time within a decade. 











TWO MURDERS. 

Ellen Slocum, the twenty-two-year-old wife of 
James Slocum, a longshoreman, was brutally 
murdered by him on New Year’s Day. The 
couple grew up together amid the squalor of 
the Fourth Ward, and were married in 1885, 
since which time, through drink, both descend- 
ed about as low as humanity cau descend. They 
occupied one miserable room at 114 Rooseveit- 
street. On New Year's Day Siocum found his 
wife drinking beer in the reom ot John Wiil- 
jams, known as ‘“‘Greek John.” He dragged 
her to their room and there followed what the 
nelghbors believed was one of the usual rows 
that the couple had. Siocum left seon after 
and has not been seen since.

GOV. BRAOKE1IT INAUGURATED 





SUBJECTS DISCUSSED IN HIS ADDRESS 
TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


Boston, Jan, 2.—The twe branches of the 
Legislature met in joint convention at about 
noon to-day, and the oath of office was admin- 
istered to Governor-elect Brackett and Lieu- 
tenant Governor-elect Haile,and a proclamation 
wae made by Secretary of State Pierce. Gov. 
Brackett then read his inaugural address. 

Thd Governor says the debt of the State on 
Jan. 1 was $28,251,287 85, and the amount of 
the sinking funds was $21,010,532 60. The 
expenses of ‘the State Government last 
year, were $5,392,923 45. Of this amount 
$2,000,000 was raised by direct tax, and the 
remainder from assessments on corporations, 
receipts from licepaes, and Other sources. The 
Governor urges that meang’be found for light- 
ening the direct tax, and suggests as one method 
of doing so & tax upon legacies and successions. 
He also favors repealing the law taxing the 
dues capital of co-operative banks, 

“Our public schools,” the Governor says, 
“have never been in so goed condition to 
meet the educational wants of allthe people.” 
Of the 367,785 children of school age in the 
State, 363,166 were in the schools last year. 
For each child thére was expended $20 42. 
The Governor adds that ‘education is cheaper 
than crime, and the statistics of all civilized 
countries show that the criminal classes are 
recruited from the ignorant.” Toe free text- 
book system is commended as having been 
vhoroughiy tested and proved advantageous, 

The administration of the criminal laws ie 
criticised as too slow, aud means fer making it 
more prompt are recommended. Concerning 
the prisons he approves the abolitien vf the 
contract labor system, and gays that not profit 
but “the reformation of the prisoner by teach- 
ing him to become an efficient workman” is of 
the first importance. He favora the use of 
wachinvery in prisons, commends the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatury and Reformatory Prison 
for Women, and recommends a law authorizing 
the payment to prisoners in the State prison 
and reformatories of some proportion of their 
coreee graded acvording to industry and be- 

avior. 

There is a steady inorease in the number of 
insane persons in the Commonwealth, the 
Governor says, 2nd he urges the purchase of a 
farm within a reasonabdie distanve of Boston 
and the erestion of cottages fur 1,000 patients, 
so arranged that the patients may be properly 
classified. 

The savings banks of the State have agere- 
gate deposits of $332,723,688 59, which is an 
increase of $17,538,618 02 over the previous 
year. There were 1,029,694 deposit accvunts, 
or about one fur every two prrsens in the 
State, There are also 93 co-operative Danks in 
the State, with assests of $7,041,001. 

The insurance Cowpanies of the State, the 
Governor believes, ure taxed too heavily in 
view of the fact that they have to compete 
wito foreign companies, aud he suggests taxing 
the business and not the capital, s0 as to reach 
foreign xnd home companies alike. 

The rafiroad question is discussed relative to 
grade crossings and brakes on t[reight trains, 
aud mention is made that “within the State not 
@ Single passenger Was kilied by causes beyond 
his own control.” The improvewent of the 
highways is also commended, and laws urged 
for “ the supervision and regulation of electric 
wires.” : 

The success of the Australian system of voting 
ia said to have been demonstrated, and the 
Governor suggests & law applyiug the system 
to ths primaries. The work of the Civil Service 
Commissioners 18 commended, and a general 
law suggesle:t providing that all police officers 
sball be appointed to serve until removed for 
cause. 


HIS DEATH STILL A MYSTERY. 


NO ONE KNOWS HOW MR. GOODRICH 
RECEIVED HIs INJURIES, 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 2.—An autopsy made to- 
day on the body of Mr. Frederick E. Goodrich, 
who @ied yesterday at the Exchange Hotel 
presumably from wounds he had mysteriously 
received, satisfied the Coroner that death had 
resulted from pneumonia. A Coroner’s jury 
found a verdict accordingly, 

Goodrich’s physicians say that his -wounds 
could not possibly have been received by fall- 
ing in his room.’ How these injuries were in- 
flicted is stilla mystery. The deccased left the 
employment of the Richmond Granite Company 
a short time ago. Itis believed that he offend- 
ed some of the men under him and that they 
assaulted Goodrich and inflicted the ugly 
wounds on his face, head, and chest. This is 
one theory. The police are working upon 
others, none of which now promise to throw 
any light upon the mystery. Goodrich was 
about thirty years old and came here from 
Brooklyn in March last, He is described as one 
of the most amwiabie of men and as gentle as a 
woman in hia relations with others. 

In his testimony before the Coroner’s jury 
this morning, Marcus S Furcrom, one of the 
barkeepers at the Exchange Hotel, thus de- 
scribes Goodrich’s appearance after ho was 
wounded: “Isaw Mr, Goodrich on Sunday 
night before Christmas, betweeu the hours of 
8 and 8:30 o’clock. He was then unhurt, I 
saw him also the next morning about 7 o’clock 
in the barroom. His face was fearfully. swollen 
and he was spitting blood, and blood was com- 
ing from his nose and his left ear. He said he 
had fallen and struck himself against a chair 
and also against the grate or the fender.” 

The rewains were carried to Albany, N. Y., 
this evening on the 6:20 train. Mra. Goodrich 
seems to be satisiied that her husband’s wounds 
were received in some assault made upon him, 











Frederick Goodrich was the oldest son of 
William W. Goodrich of the law firm of Good- 
rich, Deady & Goodrich, 59 Wall-street. Upon 


leaving school he commenced the study of the 
jaw with his father, but having no taste for the 
profession, his studies were short-lived, aud he 
went to Wycmipg, where, on a ranch of which 
his father was part owner, be spent several 
years. Becoming tired of Western life, he came 
East and obtained through friends a Govern- 
ment position as Superintendent of Construc- 
tion of a large dock being built at Newport 
News. Upon its completion he went to Rich- 
mond, where he was employed a3 Manager of 
the Richmond Granite Quarry. 





THE DEADLY KLECTRIO WIRE. 





IT WORKS HAVOC IN THE STREETS OF 
ST. LOUIS. 


fr. Louis, Jan. 2.—The heavy rainstorm of 
yesterday and last night sadly demoralized all 
kinds of electric wires in this city, and it was 
not until after midnight last night that they 
were brought into proper working order. The 
telephone was especially exasperating, it being 
almost impossible to get communication over 
it, and several serious accidents were occa 
sioned by electric light wires. 

About 8 o’clock in the evening an electric 
light wire fell to the ground at Seventh and 
Morgan streets. A few wowents later Mr. ani 
Mrs. Smith and their httle dog passed the 
corner. The dog touched the wire and was a 
corpse in a jiffy. Mrs. Smith ran to the dog, 
and, not seeing the wire, stepped on 1t and was 
thrown some distance and feil unconscious. 
Her husband sprang to pick her up and re- 
ceived a severe shock, but was not rendered in- 
sensible. Mra. Smith was restored to conscious- 
ness by a physician, but had anarrow escape 
from death. 

Acrowd collected, and George Reeves, com- 
ing in contact with the wire, was knocked in- 
sensible. A fireman named Hogan ruahed to 
the rescue and was Very severely shocked. 
Reeves was so badly hurt that he was sent to 
the City Reoapteal.

The object of the notice filed in 
Kings County is to anticipate a decision by the 
Court of Appeals and prevent all the corpora- 
tions of the trust from disposing of their reat 
estate or property interests to the disadvantage 
of the North River Cowpany.

The teachers 
settled the matter by taking seats in the hall 
Miss Beuolair’s testimony was an amplifica- 
tion of the charges. She said that it was a 
habit of Misa Wright's, when a ohild failed to 
spell a word correctly, to tell the child that she 


had told a dreadfal lie, but it was not her fault. 
Then Miss Wright would look at the teacher, 
thus implying that.it was the teacher’s fault. 
Miss Beuclair gave an amusing instance of the 
way in which the Principa) held the teachers up 
to ridicule before the scholars. On one occasion 
Miss Wright asked acbild why sheep were cov- 
ered with wool. The reply was that ‘‘ God gave 
them wool to keep them warm.” Miss Wright 
Was much annoyed at this, and declared that 
the teachers were poor teachers of object les- 
sons. According to Miss Beuclair Miss Wright 
corrected the child by stating that “ sheephave 
Wool because they are sheep and because they 
don’t have hair.” 

Regarding the charge that Miss Wright spoke 
harshiy to the children, thereby confusing 
them, the witness quoted ber as saying to them 
onoe, “ For God's sake, look at the poard.” 

“* Meaning,” inquired Chairman Fauning, “the 
blackboard or the Board of Trustees?” Every- 
body laughed but Miss Wright. 

At a teachers’ meeting, Miss Beuclair went on, 
the principal told Miss Moran that she was 
more criminal than the Whitecbapel murderer, 
and she explained this by stating that the mur- 
derer killed his victims, while Miss Moran 
killed the children’s souls, Miss Beuclair testi- 
tied that Miss Wright had told her that she was 
not womanly because she had applied for her 
back salary. 

The witness declared that the bad treatment 
had extended as far back as 1885, and her 
health had been seriously affected because of it. 
She could not sleep, and at home she had fre- 
quent screaming {fits, which were cured by her 
parents shaking her, 

Miss Beuclair was enthusiastically kissed by 
the other teachers after the adjournment. 
There will be another meeting next Wednesday 
evening.

THE WORK ON RESERVOIR D, 


— 


GILROY AND THE AQUEDUCT COMMIS: 
SIONERS DO NOT AGREE. 


The Aqueduct Commissioners and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Gilroy are at logger- 
heads over the work on Reservoir D on the 
west branch of the Croton River. On May 15 
the Aqueduct Board requested the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to prepare aud submit 
plans, estimates, aud details fer the construc- 
tion of the dam and reservoir. The board at its 
meeting yesterday passed a resolution preceded 
by a number of whereases which stated that 
the Commissioner of Public Works had not 
complied with this request and had given no 
reason for bis non-compliance. 

The resolution requested the Commissioners 
**to advise this commission what progress has 
been made with the preparations of tne sur- 
veys, maps, plans, &c., asked for in the resolu- 
tion of May 15, 1889, and at what date be will 
be able to submit to the Aqueduct Commission 
a@ survey of the dam site, in order that a final 
plan sheet may be prepared.” 

The whereases state that several communica- 
tions had been sent Mr. Gilroy about Reser- 
voir D, but that oniy ene answer had been re- 
ceived, and that stated that the work of sar- 
vesing the dam site for Reservoir D could be 
Seeveaeee with as soon as the survey of the 
dam for Reservoir M had been finished. To 
this the Commissioners say: 

“The final plan sheets and property maps for 
the dam site of suid Reservoir M have long 
since been completed, certitied, and filed.’’ 

Mr. Gilroy, when seen yesterday afternoon, 
said that there was yet many months’ work to, 
do on Reservoir M. Early this year the engi- 
neers Of this department started to make plans 
on Reservoir D, but the Commissioners decided 
to build Xeservoir M, and the force had to be 
transferred. 

Engineer Birdsall says that when the other 
three reservoirs are completed there will be 
water enoush to supply the city for ten years 
without the aid of Reservoir D.f ~—

No committee of Congress in many a long 


year has listened to arguments and facts 


sv important and significant as those 
brought before the Ways and Means Com- 
rnittee yesterday. ‘The session was devoted 


to the question of the duties on wool. The 


principal “ witness” was. Mr. F. P, Brn- 


NETT, the editor of the American Wool Re- 
porter of Boston. He presented two peti- 
tions, one for an ad valorem duty reducing 
the present duty greatly, signed bv some 


two hundred manufacturers of woolen goods 


and dealers in wool, and a second for 


free wool, signed by over five hun- 
dred of the same class. The _ signers 
include men engaged in every branch 
of woolen manufacwyire, from carpets of the 


coarsest and cheapest kind to women’s fine 


dress goods. They include some of the 


most extensive mill owners and managers 
in the country, and a large number of the 
smaller. It isnow nearly twenty-three years 
ago that the famous ‘‘ combine” tariff on 


wools and woolens was imposed, which re- 
mained unchanged for seventeen years, and 
in 188% underwent a change that still left 
the duties that are now rebelled against. 
In this long interval—half the lifetime of 
an ordinary generation—there has been no 
serious movement among manufacturers 
for free wool, though there has been great 
suffering for the want of it. Here and 
there men like Mr. Hazarp of Rhode 
Island, who did not join the original com- 
bination, have raised’ their voices in favor 
of emancipation, but it was us the voice of 
wisdom that was not heard. 








Only so late as last October the American 
Association of Manufacturers of Woolen 
Goods met in solemn convention in this 
city, and resolved that they would not ask 
Congress to reduce the duties on the ma- 
erials of their manufacture, bui that they 
would ask and urge ‘and lobby for higber 
duties on the goods that competed with 
theirs, and any one who ventured to sug- 
gest that they had taken hold of the matter 
wrong end foremost was promptly set down 
as » free-trader, a theorist, and a Democrat. 
But now, ‘‘e’er yet those shoes are old with 
which they followed” that resolution to 
Washington, there comes a regiment of 
manufacturers praying Congress for pre- 
cisely the relief scouted by the association. 
And these petitioners are not of one 








the other, and their prayer is pre- 
sented to the Ways and Means 
Committee by a gentleman who declares 
that he is a Republican, and that he is in- 
duced to take the part he is taking by the 
hope that his party, being in power in the 
National Government in all its branches, 
may be induced to listen to the voice of 
reason. Major McKINLEY and Judge KEL- 
LEY and other devout worshippers of the 
tariff on the Ways and Means Committee 
must feel as if the skies had fallen. The 
close of the hearing was a curious illustra- 
tion of the confusion of mind produced. 
The committee adjourned abruptly to give 
the advocates of high duties and of free 
wool a chance to come to an agreement, but 
it was of no use. They could not agree, 
and to-day the discussion will be renewed. 








It is evident that Senator ALLISON’s pres- 
tige in the State of Iowa'is a thing of the 
past, and he is forced to asomewhat desper- 
ate contest to secure his re-election, though 
his party has a majority of six in the Legis- 
lature which is to meet on the 13th inst. 
That he isdoubtful of the result is indicated 
by thé fact that he is actively engaged in 
efforts to bring it about and employing all 
the tactics familiar to the intriguing poli- 
tician. It is a sad strait for a man who 
has so long figured as the ‘favorite 
son” of his State and cherished. an 
ambition for the Presidency. It seems 
to be mainly due to the fact that 
the people have come at last to regard 
bim as a shifty politician whé has tried to 
steer clear of committing himself upon the 
issues in which they have been most in- 
terested. He has tried to be “ all things to 
allmen.” The result of the last election in 
Iowa has had an unsettling effect, and led 
to inquiry as to where Mr. ALLISON has been 
standing on the prohibition, railroad, and 
tariff questions. It is found that he hasstood 
nowhere in particular on the State issues, 
while on the tariff question, under the in- 
fluence of what are regarded as Eastern 
interests, he has drifted into a position out 
of harmony with his party at home. Even 
if he succeeds in his effort to secure a re- 
election to the Senate, he will never regain 
the strength upon which he has heretofore 
relied so confidently in his own State. 








There is a great deal to be said in favor of 
the proposition lately brought forward by 
the junior officers of the Naval Service for 
the relief of the Ensigns. There are over 


one hundred and eighty of these young offi- 
cers, some of whom have been in this grade 
for eight years, and, including their term 
of four years at the Naval Academy, have 
been in the service for sixteen years. Their 
case is a, particularly hard one, as their 
quarters on shipboard are, as a rule, crowd- 
ed and without privacy, and their duties 
are, by regulation, of a subordinate char- 
acter, since it is not unusual to see a man 
of about thirty years of age performing the 
same duties that generally fall to the lot of 
a graduate fresh from the Academy. Tak- 
ing the different classes that have been 
graduated from Annapolis since 1868, the 
term of service before promotion to the 


grade of Junior Lieutenant, the one next 


senior to the grade of Ensign, has in- 
creased annually from five years and 
ten months to fourteen years and 


six months, with the chances that an- 


other year will be added before the first 


of the class graduating in 1879 receives 
promotion. The measure referred to takes 
the form of a bill presented to Congress, 
containing the modest proposition that 


after ten years Ensigns shall be entitled 


to promotion to the grade of Junior Lieu- 
tenant. It does not request an increase of 
the total number of officers now allowed 
the navy, neither does it call for any 
change in the order of the precedence of 


officers in their respective corps, Promo- 


tion similar to that requested obtains in 


the Engineer Corps of our army and in for- 
eign services, and while so much of the 
future success of the new navy, with its 


improved methods and appliances, depends 


upon the younger officers of to-day, the 


service could not fail to derive benefit from 
giving them responsibility before they get 
too much accustomed to inferior duties to 
work with the independence the enlarged 


sphere of action requires, 





HUSTED AND LEGISLATION. 
It is a curious concurrence of circum- 
stances that makes JAMES W. HUSTED of 
Westchester County the predestined Re- 


publican candidate for the Speakership of 


the Assembly, without a rival, just one 
year after he made a futile attempt to at- 
tain that office for the sixth time. Last 
year FREMONT COLE had no difficulty in 
defeating his aspirations, and came to Al- 


bany as the most popular member of the 


Assembly. His popularity was due to an 
honorable record previously made and a 
general belief in his integrity as well as his 
ability. Then came the uncovering of the 
ceiling scandal and its connection with 


politics in the Presidential canvass, 
and CoLr’s career was blasted and 
his prestige destroyed. He failed in 
a desperate effort to get a vindication 
either by a nomination forthe Senate or 
for his old place in the Assembly. Another 
prominent and aspiring member of that 
body and Chairman of one of its most 
important committees was AINSWORTH of 
Oswego County, and he too went down 
under the ceiling scandal, because he had 
the fatuity to try to prevent its exposure 
and to whitewash those more intimately 
connected: with it than himself. He has 
also been left at home by his former con- 
stituents, while other prominent members 
of last year’s Assembly, like Saxton, for 
instance, have been advanced to the Senate. 

Hustep has found his opportunity for 
breaking the Speakership record of five 
terms in the absence of any strong rivals, 
and he has been so confident of his election 
that he is said to have been at work for 
some time in arranging the material for 
the committees, which the Speaker is 
usually allowed a week or more for mak- 
ing up after the Assembly has been organ- 
ized. This fact is the more curious because 
Mr. Hustep, with all his ability and 
experience, is not a man in whom his 
associates or the public at large have 
confidence. There is reason to believe 
that he had even more to do with

AINSWORTH, but he is uv adept at working 
in the dark and covering up his movements. 
He has been concerned in more shady 
schemes and more combinations to sacrifice 
public interests for personal and partisan 
ends than any other man in the Legislat- 
ure. Heisfullof resources as a politician 
and a manipulator of legislation, and up to 
all the tricks and dodges of the business. 
All this is well known, and more than once 
his bad reputation has caused the defeat of 
his plans, and yet he comes forward again 
as a self-constituted candidate for the 
Speakership, and his claims are not even 
challenged. 

He will be more of a power for good or 
evil during the coming session than ever 
before. In the first place the lack of all 
contest will give him great advantage in 
making up the Assembly committees. He 
has no occasion to make promises or pledges 
to secure support and he has no rivals or 
opponents to placate or to punish. He will 
be able to exercise his power untrammeled 
and to make up the committees to suit his 
good or bad purposes. Moreover, he has 
been the Chairman of a committee to de- 
vise new rules for the Assembly, and his 
knowledge and experience in legislative 
proceedings are such that these rules will 
be mainly his own work. He will doubtless 
use all his skill and resources to get them 
adopted, and he will have no one able to 
cope with him in the discussion of their 
merits. He will probably be the only man 
in the House who will fully understand 
what can be done under them. 

If there were no question of Gen. HuSTED’S 
integrity as a public man much might be 
expected of him in the interest of good leg- 
islation. He wouid devise his rules and 
apply them and make up his committees 
and guide the proceedings of the Assembly 
with aview to that high object, and his 
skill and experience would make him a po- 
tent factor in tho work of the session. But 
nobody can think of HUSTED as inspired 
by unselfish motives or guided by upright 
purposes for the public good. It is almost 
inconceivable that he should set out to use 
his power and his opportunities to secure 
the best legislation for the State. He has 
never appeared to be ambitious for the kind 
of reputation that such a course would give 
him. He prefers the accomplishment of 
selfish ends, the immediate gains for him- 
self or his party that may be attained by 
indirect or underhand methods. It will be 
strange if he gives evidence of reform 1n 
his ways this Winter, and with the in- 
creased power that he is likely to wield and 
the diminished opposition he is likely te 
encounterit will not be surprising if he 
outdoes all his former achievements in job- 


bery and partisan schemes. If, however, 
he pursues a reckless course, there is every 
chance that it will cause such a reaction in 
public sentiment as will put an end to his 
career. On the other hand he may have 
the sagacity to act with at least a prudent 
regard for the interests of the public. Much 
as we distrust him, and closely as we shall 
be constrained to watch his course, we have 
hopes that he may conclude that a good 
record for legislation will be worth more to 
him than the gains of a betrayal of public 
trust. Weshall be prepared to give the 
“Bald Eagle” his due, whatever it may be. 








THE TIN-PLATE SWINDLE, 

One of the most disgraceful features of 
the Republican Tariff bill carried through 
the Senate last Winter by the zeal and skill 
of Mr. ALLISON was the proposition to in- 


crease by G62 per cent. the duty on tin 
plates. We call it disgraceful advisedly, 
The term is not too strong. It was not 
merely an error of judgment; certainly it 
was not so on the part of Mr. ALLISON, for 
years ago he had announced his complete 
conviction that any duty of this sort was 


wrong in principle, unjust in its operation, 
und without excuse in the rules by which 
legislation should be guided. For, be it 
noted, this increase of duty was not to ad- 
vance any industry now in existence, for 


no tin plates are made in this country, and 


none of any consequence ever have been 


made. Nor was it intended solely to com- 
pensate those who were able and willing to 
undertake the manufacture for certain 


temporary disadvantages under which 
they labored; the actual duty of 1 


cent per pound, or $22 40 ner gross ton, 
being amply sufficient for any such purpose 
as that, especially when it is added to the 
ocean freight and other expenses of impor- 


tation and of transportation from the sea- 


board to the interior markets. The present 


duty, at the average price of last year, was 
about 33 per cent.: the increased duty 
would carry it to 53 percent. It would be 
and was meant to be practically prohibitory. 


Nor was this the worst phase of this most 


shameful transaction. It was very well 


known that this prohibitory duty was for 
the advantage of a class of men who had 
given money in large sums for the party 
funds of the Republicans. It was, in brief, 


an attempt to make the people of the 
United States, out of their own pockets, 
repay to a relatively small and already 
very wealthy and highly-favored class of 
capitalists their contributions to a political 
fund, and to repay these many times over. 
That 1s about as corrupt a piece of business 
as the récords of our rotten tariff legisla- 
tion contain. 

The scheme was promptly exposed by THE 
TIMEs and by the honest press throughout 
the country. It aroused indignation and 
contempt even among Republicans, of the 
soberer class, and contributed very largely 
to the sentimené that blocked the game of 
an extra session, at which the Senate bill 
was to be rushed through. But it is not 
dead. We do not believe that the Republic- 
an leaders will venture to take it up again. 
We should be greatly surprised to seo it re- 
appear in any bill proposed by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House, though 
Major McKINLEY is eneugh of a fanatic, not 
to say a lunatic, on this point, to face the 
consequences of sucha policy. The really 
responsible men—Mr. REED, forexample, in 
the House and Mr. ALLISON io the Senate— 
would certainly shrink from if. But the 
Pittsburg iron men who were in last year’s 
“deal” are on hand again, and have been 
urging those of their claims that they dare 
mention in -public, upon the Ways and 
Means Committee. One CRONMEYER, who 





undertock to found a tin-plate trade nearly 
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twenty years ago is ready to try it once 
‘more, if the duty can be made high 
enough to shut out the iniquitous tin 
plates of England. He uses, in his 
public remarks, the same out-worn ar- 
guments. Only give him protection enough 
and he will start a manufacture which in @ 
reasonable time will invite competition, 
and then tho prices will come down again 
to where they are now or evenlower. But 
if tin plates cannot be made here at a profit 
now, what reason have we to expect that 
they will be made ata profit here some time 
in the indefinite future at still lower prices ? 
What is the value of Mr. CRONMEYER’S 
promise or prediction—he being under the 
most powerful temptation of selfish inter- 
est to make it as flattering as possible—to 
justify us in going to the enormous expense 
that would be required to secure this re- 
sult? The rate of duty on tin plates pro- 
posed by the Allison bill would yield not 
far from $10,000,000 a year, and this is the 
subsidy declared to be fecessary to estab- 
lish the industry. Suppose it should take 
ten years—-and it would take much longer— 
to bring prices down to where they are now. 
Why should this people pay $100,000,000 
on the mere promise of Mr. CRONMEYER 
that they would be as well off afterward as 
they are now? ‘ 

But, as we have said, it was not these ar- 
guments or any like them that persuaded 
the Senate committee last Winter to go 
into this preposterous scheme. It was the 
fact that the Republican Party was in debt 
to the iron men. It isin debt to them yet, 
but it cannot pay, and the leaders must re- 
gard with anything but pleasure the reap- 
pearance of these importunate and exact- 
ing creditors at Washington. They would 
better dismiss them. It is true that they 
have a mortgage on the party, but it cannot 
be met and there isno way of foreclosing it. 
The subsidy hunters will do no better with 
any other party and will not transfer their 
allegiance or their money elsewhere. The 
Republican managers have really nothing 
to fear from them and everything to fear 
from the people. In a sense they are be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea, but, on 
the whole, the sea is the safer alternative. 








MUNICIPAL GAS SUPPLIES. 


In several large cities within the last two 
or three years competition in the business 
of supplying illuminating gas has been 
completely suppressed by speculators who 
have obtained control of the several com- 


panies and have afterward issued large 
quantities of stock or bonds upon the com- 
bined properties. This movement for the 
establishment of very profitable private 


monopolies in the gas business has naturally 


excited sharp opposition—as in the case of 
the Chicago Gas Trust, whose operations 
have been declared illegal by the courts in 
response to an appeal from citizons—and 
has given considerable prominence to the 
discussion of the question whether cities 
ought not to undertake for themselves the 
business of supplying gas, just as nearly all 
of them do carry on the business of supply- 
ing water. 


St. Louis is one of the cities in which the 


several gas companies have been merged 
into one organization, and certain persons 
in that city recently sought to take ad- 
vantage of the popular opposition to the 
combination by procuring the passage by 


the municipal legislature of a measure 
commonly called the Boodle Gas bill, the 
pretense being that by means of this bill 
the people could gain relief from the exac- 
tions of the combination and re-establish 


competition, The bill was passed in the 


upper. branch by a vote of 7 to 6 and in the 
lower one without opposition. The job was 
described by a St. Louis paper as follows: 
“They have voted to give a public contract, 
without competition or regulation, to a con- 
spiracy of adventurers who are to build gas 


WOrks—such gas works as they piease—and 
sell them to the city for $4,500,000, when the 
city itself can build substantial works for 
$2,000,000 less. The raising of the money in- 
vested by these adventurers is authorized on 
the city’s credit, on a mortgage which is author- 


ized to the extent of the full amount of 
$4,500,000. The city is to pay on this mort- 


gage, or on the sum of $4,500,000, an- 
nual interest at 5 per cent. It is to 
guarantee the loan and the interest, for ali 


net profits of the works are to be invest- 
ed in the bonds as a guarantee fund, one-half 
of which is to go to the conspirators or their 
heirs and assigns if at the end of tho thirty 
years the city dves not buy the property, mort- 
gaged or not, for $4,500,000, and they are to 
bave as an additional penalty a fifty-year fran- 


chise extending until about the year 1970. 
*Under this arrangement the city isto pay 


from the Treasury $225,000 annually for thirty 


years, or $6,750,000, and at the end of that 


time $4,500,000, for gas works built irrespon- 
sibly under a mortgage on which it pays a high 
rate ofinterest. If the works are improperly 
built or are inadequate so thatitis obliged to 
improve, extend, or remodel them, it is to for- 
feit all additions of its own with half its profits 


for thirty years if it does not pay the full 
amount of $4,500,000.” 

It is not surprising that a great protest 
against the corrupt action of the munici- 
pal legislators was made at large public 
meetings and in the press. Still»it appears 
to have been expected until the last mo- 
ment that the Mayor would sign the bill. 
His veto was written in the last hours of 
the old year. 

From one point of view the record in 
this case cannot be encouraging to those 
who urge that the people of cities should, 
through the agency of their Municipal 
Governments, carry on the business of sup- 
plying gas, for if a municipal legislature 
will deliberately pass a bill like this for the 
benefit of a handful of adventurers, it can- 
not be expected that the Municipal Gov- 
ernment of the same city would operate 
a gas plant and supply gas honestly and 
economically. On the other hand, it may 
be said that it would scarcely be possible 
for the City Government to steal and waste 
more of the people’s money in carrying on 
a gas business for the peoplo than the city 
legislature sought to take from the people 
in this instance for the enrichment of a few 
private persons. Moreover, if a City Gov- 
ernment becomes notoriously wasteful and 
corrupt, it is possible for the people to 
throw it out of power and substitute honest 
ofticers, but franchises bought as this one 
appears to have been may bind the people 
for many years, to their great injury. 

Such incidents have the effect of diffusing 
information as tothe merits of the main 
question involved. In the course of the 
‘public discussion concerning this bill some 
important and convincing statistics as to 








the actual cost of gas were made public 
upon authority that could not be ques- 
tioned. Such facts as these, which show how 
great the profits of the business have been 
and why the makers of gas combinations 
have been willing to pay extraordinary 
prices for the shares of the old companies, 
cannot be covered up by great issues of wa- 
tered stock and of bonds that are needed 
only for speculative uses. If in any 
city competition in the gas business has 
been suppressed, and if those who have 
suppressed it have loaded the business 
with stock and bonds representing three 
times as much cgpital as is required and 
has been invested, and if they dre compel- 
ling the people to pay interest and dividends 
on all these securities, the prediction may 
safely be made that the people will find re- 
lhef in sume way, and if no other method 
shall seem feasible they will take the busi- 
ness into their own hands, with all the risks 
that may attend such action. 








THE POPE’S TEMPORALITIES. 
Since the union of Italy the point has 
been considerably blunted of THACKERAY’S 
famous lines: 


“ The Pope he is a happy man, 
His palace is the Vatican.” 


The Pope’s palace is still the Vatican, 
but neither the ninth Prus nor the thir- 
teenth LEO could be described as an ex- 
emplar of human felicity. Since Rome 
became the capital of. United Italy the 
Supreme Pontiff has been looking back with 
a regret freely expressed, in season and out 
of season, to the nice old days when the 
States of the Church were a little nation, 
and the whole peninsula was divided into 
other little nations. The Pope was in those 
days a greater swell, temporally speaking, 
than he is now, but the political condition 
of Italy was so wretched and so hopeless 
that, in order to desire those times back 
again, an Italian, be he layman or priest or 
even Pontiff, must be a very poor patriot. 

It seems strange that the Pope or some of 
his staff should not take pontifical notice of 
this very obvious truth. Italy ought to be 
the seat and stronghold of the Catholic 
faith. It was so before Italy was united 
under the house of Savoy. If it is not so 
now the fault is distinctly that of the Pope 
himself. “Nice customs courtsey to great 
Kings,” and the interests, and even the 
rights, of private persons must give way to 
a political necessity so imperious as that 
which dictated the union of Italy and the 
establishment of the capital in the city of 
the Popes. Every Italian patriot recog- 
nized that necessity. By insisting upon its 
own claims to the injury of the national 
cause, the Vatican has compelled every 
Italian Catholic to choose between his loy- 
alty to the Church and his loyalty to the 
State. There was no necessity for rais- 
ing this issue, and that it was raised shows 
a grave lack of that statesmanship which 
throughout so many generations has so sel- 
dom been lacking to the councils of the 
Church. 

After it was raised, notwithstanding, and 
the national feeling had been shown to be 
so overpoweringly against the Papal pre- 


tension to obstruct the unity and the prog- 
ress of Italy, a very moderate degree of 
wisdom would have eufficed to show that 
it ought to be abandoned, orat any rate 
waived. It was, in fact, an exhibition of 
judicial blindness to insist upon it. Never- 
theless, when the privileges of their own 
order were in question, the ecclesiastical 
advisers of the Pope have shown themselves 
incapable of seeing anything outside of 
them. At the consistory last Monday the 


Pope once more “referred to the temporal 
power as necessary to the independence 
and liberty of the Pope in the exercise of 
his mission, and declared that he did not 
claim the restoration of the temporal power 
from human motives.” A man who attrib- 


utes superhuman motives to himself in pur- 


suing advantages that are strictly of this 
world seems to be pretty far gone, if he be 
infallible. It is no wonder that the people 


of Italy should have been alienated from a 
church of which the head permits himself 


the use of such language in the face of a 
fact that is so clearly accomplished and ir- 
revocable. 

Norisit only in Italy that the effect of 


this continual harping upon so very mold- 


ered a string must be injurious to the 


Church. A man with a grievance is always 
in danger of becoming a bore, and it is par- 
ticularly fatal to a gentleman of pontifical 
pretensions to be regarded asa bore. The 


larger the Pope’s claims to a kingdom not 


of this, world, the more peevish appear his 


complaints about the little kingdom of 
this world which it is manifest can never 
be his again. It is all weil enough for him 
on suitable occasions to save what he con- 
ceives to be his rights by entering a formal 
protest against his despoliation. But to 
whine about it everlastingly shows a queru- 
lousness that will cause the complainant 
to be regarded with a contempt that is en- 
tirely incompatible with the reverence due 
tothe pontificate. If his infallibility really 
will not operate, except on his own premises, 
there is nothing to prevent him from buy- 
ing and fitting up an island of convenient 
size and flying the Papal flag overit. But 
he wants Rome, and as it.is perfectly plain 
that he cannot have Rome, his continual 
iteratipn that he wants it becomes very 
tiresome. It is, we repeat, very odd that 
his advisers do not see this, and do not see 
that dignified resignation is a more appro- 
priate temper for a persecuted saint than 
futile querulousness. 








The politician’s calling is a difficult one, 
and it abounds in perils and pitfalls, but it 
is not half so difficult or so dangerous 
as the recent performances of Gov. HILL 
and Senator GORMAN might lead the 
uninstructed to infer, THOMAS JEFFER-. 
SON’s theory and practice of politics were 
not always noble and lofty, and in that re- 
spect his career may sometimes suggest 
comparisons between himself and HILL and 
GorMAN. But JEFFERSON had brains 
and used them freely, and that differ- 
ence totally destroys. the value of all 
parallels between his course and theirs. 
JEFFERSON never would have publicly 
honored a person like CALLICOT, though he 
might have used him secretly, and he never 
would have chosen a time when a reform 
sentiment was spreading like fire in dry 
grass to denounce the reform, as GORMAN

Why were no questions asked about cer-: 


tain existing or projected combinations or 
Trustsin the glass-making industry when 
representatives of the several branches of 
that industry were urging the Ways and 
Means Committee to give them higher 
duties two or three days ago? During last 
Summer we were told frequently and em- 
phatically by the leading organs of the Re 
publican Party and of the ultra preteciion-

When he wouid 
appear in a hotel corridor, or before a delega- 
tion, these men, faithful to their duty, would 
push into every group to which he essayed to 
talk. Just about the time he would get his au- 
ditors fairly interested one of them would break 
in witb, **‘ Your nameis Callicot, isn’tit?” He 
would be forced to make the admission that this 
was true, and then the further question would 
be asked, “Did you vote for Horatio Seymour 
in 1868?’ He would be compelled to admit 
this also, in spite of the fact that he could not 
go on to explain to his hearers that he was then 
in the penitentiary, and could not vote for any- 
body. This would drive the poor wreteh to hide 
himself somewhere, whev the Tilden men’s 
agents wouid compiete the explanation as to 
the position and history of Cailicot

A NEW CONCERT HALL. 

The new Lenox Lyceum, at Madison-avenue 
and Fifty-ninth-street, was opened to the public 
last evening with a delightful concert by Theo- 
dore Thomas and his orchestra. The house has 
already been well described, but it may be 
added here that it is the most brilliant and at- 
tractive auditorium in this city, graceful in con- 
tour, bright, yet inoffensive, in color, and taste- 
ful in decoration. It is unique in shape and 
general design, and has an aspect of cheerful- 
ness combined with comfort which is extremely 
alluring. 


Unfortunately beauty and comfort are not the 
sole requisites to success in a building destined 
for musical ocoupation. The architect’s bug- 
bear, acoustics, always lurks about and de- 
mands consideration. The new Lenox Lyceum 
does not lack resonance. It is altogether too 
resonant, being equipped with an echo of un- 


common strength and activity. Every staccato 
chord last evening was heard distinctly twice 
in the body of the house, and the forte brass 
passages were hurled back from the rear of the 
building in a demoralizing manner. This is an 
unfortunate defect and may lead to the making 
of alterations which will rob the house of sume 
of its beauty. But of course, if there are to be 
many concerts in the building the eche must be 
gotridof. The sounding board is very hand- 
some to look at, but members of the orchestra 
said last evening that they could hear nothing 
but a confused noise during the performance of 
their numbers, and could not hear soloists at all. 

The programme was made up of familiar 
works from Mr. Thomas’s large repertory. The - 
ba number not heard recently was the 
“ Liebesnacht” fantasfa of Philip Seharwenka, 
& composition of great beauty, rich in thematis 
atrenath, and scored in a masterly manner. It 
is intensely modern in spirit, Wagnerian in 
manner, yet sharply defined in its individuality, 
Its repetition wasa very welcome feature of 
the concert. 

There were three soloists. Victor Herbert 
was heard in the ’cello part of a Volkmann 
serenade, Mrs. Carl Alves sang the incessant 
cantabile from Saint-Saéns’s “Samson and De- 
lilah,” and Franz Wilczek, violinist, played 
Wieniawski’s ‘Romance and Finale & Ja Zin- 
gara,” and supplemented it, on a recall, with 
one of Sarasate’s pyrotechnic pieces. Mr. 
Wilczek has a small tone,(or a poor violin.) 
but he amb: with considerable dash. His 
staccato bowing was excelient, and he gave the 
ornamental passages of his selections with ex- 
cellent Vigor and even brilliancy. His cantab- 
ile playing, however, was without breadth, 
depth, or dignity.

NEW STEEL PROCESS. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 2.—Lhe announcement tele- 
graphed from Pittsburg several days ago that 
& new open-hearth process for making steel had 
been invented has attracted considerable at- 
tention. Itis difficult to get anything definite 





about the matter. Charles Adams of 
this city, the veteran iron man, who 
organized the Cambria Iron Company, 
and who has had charge of some 


of the largest plants in the country, is tne in- 
ventor of the process. Associated with him in 
the enterprise are Ferdinand Protzman, founder 
of the Iron World, and Thomas 8. Blair, Jr., 
furnace contractor and mechanical engineer, 
All of them Were seen to-day, but declined to 
diselose anything concerning the process itself. 
A patent has been allowed upon itin the United 
States, and it will be similarly protected in 
nine other countries, as will every device and 
appliance bearing upon it. 

It nas been stated that the process would 
revolutionize the steel trade, At the Patent 
Office in Washington there are about eighty 
processes, the inventors of which started out 
to revolutionize steel making, but didn’t suc- 
ceed. Mr. Adams says he will therefore make 
no claim until sure of his ground. The Ander- 
son-Siemens process, for instance, was <oing to 
revolutionize things, but after T. S. Blair, Sr., 
of this city, had put in $350,000 and Robert 
Anderson a snug fortune the Bessemer process, 
which was cheaper. swept the money away. 
The rival process was too costly. 

About the published assertion that by the 
new Adams process steel would be made $5 to 
$6 a ton cheaper than at present, the projectors 
would say nothing definite. They had experi- 
mented at the New-Albany (Ind.) Steel Works 
and at the Premier Steel Company’s [ndiauap- 
olis rolling milL Excellent steel was made, 
but just what it would cost they did pot 
know, and it would be several months before 
they could tell exactly how much cheaper ths 
hew process was than others. It was their hope 
to not only enter the market in the higher 
ciasses of steel, but in rails, nails, &e. They 
have as yet negotiated with neither a syndicate 
nor anybody else to manufacture steel by their ° 
process. The published story about Pittsburg 
and Indiana capital to the amount of $15,000,- 
000 backing the enterprise was declared to be 
pure fiction. 

Mr. Adams has had nearly half a century’s 
experience in the iron and steel trade. Mr. 
Protzman for many years has followed up every 
new steel process prajec .and Mr. Blair's 
duties as engineer and for a time Superintend- 
ent of the Spang Steel and Iron Company have 
given him a thorough knowledge on the subject 
of steel. In view of this the manner in which 
the trio are handling their new process seems 
to indicate that it is of real value. 





IVS WARM IN MAINE. 





BANGOR, Me., Jan, 2,—To-night there is not an 


10¢-producing river in the State which is not ag 


open and free as in Summer, and this condition 
of affairs is causing much uneasiness, not only 
among operators here but among large consum- 
ers abroad, who look to Maine for thoir ice. On 
the Penobscot there are cut annually about 


two hundred thousand tons, and at this time, 


were the river in its usual condition, thera 


would be a “‘ freeze” of ene foot or more and 
operations would begin in a week or ten daya. 

On the Kennebec dealers in New-York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington, Baltimore, and Norfoilk 
have large icehouse plants, aud unless there 
be unprecedented cold weather these houses 
cannot be filleGd' this season. To-night the mer- 


cury stands at 55°, Rain is falling, with a warm 
south wind. There is no snow and the frozen 
ground sheds the rain into the rivers, which row 
have a strong current that will prevent a freeze 
for some days. 

The lumbermen are about as badly off, and all 
Eastern spruce, hemiock, and pine will ruie 
high next year. There has been but little cold 
weather in the lumber regions. Moosehead 
Lake is still open and not a swamp is frozen, as 
a footof snow came early and protects them. 
Horses and men are thus compelled to flounder 
in a mixture of mud and snow, which doubles 
the cost of every log cut, and the army of 6,000 
or 7,000 men now in the woods cannot secure 
more than could 3,000 under the old-time con- 
“Whew doubt the weather averages here in 
Winter 15° warmer than it did ten years ago, 
and last Winter the Revenue Service along the 


coast returned a report that the average tem- 
perature of the salt water was 10° higher than 
in any Winter since a record had been kept.

*‘STATEMENS” ASSEMBLING — WHAT 
GEN. HUSTED THINKS WILL BE AC- 
OOMPLISHED BY THE LEGISLATURE, 


ALBANY, Jan. 2.—In groping about the State 
for material with which to strengthen his ma- 
chine, Gov. Hill has stumbled on the State 
Agricultural Society, and he began operations 
with characteristic cunning. He produced a 
candidate for President inthe person of ex- 
State Treasurer Fitzgerald, who is better known 
here as “Lying Larry.” Mr. Fitzgerald went 
aut of office yesterday, and was succeeded by 
Elliott F. Danforth, who is one of Gov. Hill’s 
atool pigeons. 

The name of the Secretary of the Agricultural 
Society is James 8. Woodward, a farmer and 
Republican of Lockport, but the Governor had 
the proxies for Fitzgerald sent out in the 
name of James O. Woodward, a Hill Republican 
of Albany, a young society man who is shortly 
to marry Miss Edith Jones, the daughter of the 
Lieutenant Governor. In the confusing 
Similarity of names, and from the fact 
that both Woodwards are Republicans, it 
Was comparatively easy for the Vice 


President to fall into the trap. In the 
note that accompanied the proxy James O. 
Woodward observes: “ It is unncoessary forme 
to say to you that Mr. Fitzgerald is one or the 
largest and most influential farmers in the 
State, owning over 1,300 acres of land, stocked 
with thorougnbred cattle and sheep; also nearly 
one hundred trotting-bred horses.” 

For this fine work Woodward, the city resi- 
dent, expects to succeed Woodward, the farmer 
Secretary, whose salary is $3,000 a year, and 
whose position can be made onerous or a 
Bsinecuré, according to the tastes, knowledge, 
and inclination of the incumbent. If the Gov- 
ernor carries bis little plan through, Fitzgerald 
will be given the privilege of selling his wagons 
to the farmers, and Lieut. Gov. Jones, through 
his prospective son-in-law, the Secretary Wood- 
ward, will be enabled to sell his scales, 

The State Agricultural Society will hola its 
annual meeting on Jan. 6, andit will be inter- 
esting to note just what success the Governor 
will attain in. his tricky method of obtaining 
control of the organization, and whether Wood- 
ward, the former Secretary, or Woodward, the 
citizen, is to carry away the three-thousand- 
Gollar position. Democrats of this city are 
asking one another why it is that Gov. Alll 
leans sO upon young Kepublicans, when his 
own party possesses candidates for a three- 
thousand-dollar office as capable as Woodward. 

Gen. James W..Husted flew into the Delavan 
House: this afternoon with a well-developéd 
case of “la grippe,” and opened headguarters 
in his old parlors, No. 454, where he has won 
Speakership contests. He 
found a number of statesmen and a 
pile of letters a foot high awaiting him. 
He easily disposed of the letters, but 
experienced no end of trouble in getting rid of 
the statesmen. They all wanted to impress 
npon him the peculiar abilities they possessed 
for different committees. Three new men, who 
have never been on the inside of the Capitol, 
have modestly applied for the Chairmanship of 
the Judiciary Committee. 

The General said that the programme was 
this: “The Legislature will meet on Tuesday, 
and I shall be elected Speaker without opposi- 
tion. Weshall adjourn Tuesday night to the 
following Monday in order to allow the Speaker 
time to make up his committees.” 

‘ «How about the committees, General?” 

“Well, the fact is, I have simply outlined a 
few skeletons, and have really given no par- 
ticular thought to them. [have them, how- 
ever, in my mind, and shall experience very lit- 
tle labor in arranging them when I sit down 
to it.” 

The General shut up like an oyster when he 
was asked who would be selected as Chairmen 
of the more important committees, but when 
questioned on legislation his tongue relaxed 
and he became more communicative. 

“We shall nave ballot reform, high license, 
and electrical legislation by the yard. We shall 
alsv pase arapid transit bill for New-York.” 

“But not the bill that Mayor Grant sent up 
last year?” 

** Well, [should say not. The bill we shall 
pass will be non-partisan. It will consist of a 
commission of whom some shall be officers who 
have been elested by the people, and of others 
who will be appointed under authority of the 
bill. The commission will be intrusted with 
extraordinary power,butit will beraised so high 
above party faction or political influences that 
the people will be pertectly satisfied with it 
and content to trust it The franchise shall be 
put up at auction and sold to the highest bidder 
after due course of meng sg 4 You may say 
that { propose to turn out the best committees 
the Legislature has seen in years.” 

«* What about your rules?” 

“TJ called a meeting of the committee for noon 
to-morrow, but Senator Saxton and Mr, Sheehan 
bave wired me that they will not be able to 
reach here before Saturday. I promised the 
committees last Spring that if the rules 
were adopted I would call a meeting be- 
fore the next Legislature met, for the = ose 
of receiving suggestions for any modifications 
in them. e rules may be modified one or 


‘two instances, but they will be adopted by the 


new Assembly as they were by the last. They 
are good rules, and the sooner they are enforced 
the better er will be appreciated.” 

However all this may be, there are skeptics 
here who- assert that the General is purposely 
holding back his committee until his rules are 
adoptec, = that any man who stands in the 
way of their adoption will suffer the loss of po- 
sition on prominent committees. The rumor 
that the Chairmanship of the Cities Committee 
is likely to go to Andrus of Buffalo has raised a 
disturbance among the New- York men here, who 
assert that New-York is entitlea to it, on the 
ground that no man outside of New-York City 
Is competent to pass intelligent judgment 
on New-York City affairs. Still, it must be con- 
fessed that the Republican delegation from 
New-York is weak and inexperienced. Hamil- 
ton Fish, Jr., is slated for Chairman of Ways 
and Means, which carries with it the leadership 
of the House. 

Clerk Chickering will be re-elected without 
opposition, and Skipper Manville, commandant 
of the steamer Horivon, will be chosen Ser- 
geant at Arms, and Col. Webb head doorkeeper. 

Among the Assemblymen in town are Messrs. 
Hoag, King, and Blumenthal of New-York, Fish 
of Putnam. and Peck of Cortland. None of the 
Senators are here and none are expected before 
Saturday.

GEORGE H. BOKER. 

George Heary Boker, the poet and dramatist, 
ex-United States Minister to Turkey and Rus- 
Bia, died at his home in Philadelphia yesterday 
morning of an affection of the throat, from 
which he had been suffering for a long time. 
Hoe was first prostrated about eight weeks ago, 
but no alarm was felt about the ultimate result 
among his family and friends, as it was gup- 
posed the disease would _ yleld readily 
to medical treatment. That such was not 
to be the case was soon made manifest, 
and Mr. Boker was confinea to his bed 
wivhout relief for a month, at one time 


being so ill that it was thought the fatal mo- 
ment was then at hand. The patient was a man 
of tine physique and rallied to such an extent 
that he was a short time ago reported to be 
convalescent. Within afew days, however, the 
virulence of his malady broke out afresh and 
attacked him with renewed vigor. He had been 
80 weakened py the previous attack that he 
could not withstand the relapse and he gradu- 
ally sank until the end came. 

Word was at once sent fo the Union League 
Club and the Philadelphia Park Commission, 
and upon a conference of relatives it was decided 
to eet the funeral for pre ggg, Pagan at 11 
o’clock, at St. Mark’s Church. r. Boker's last 
appearance in public was at the meeting of the 
Park Commission, of which he was President, in 
October last. 

Mr. Boker was in his sixty-seventh year. He 
was &@ Man of wealth, which he had inher- 
ited, for his father, Charles 8. Boker, was 
an eminent financier in Philadelphia in the first 
half of this century. It is all the more to Mr. 
Boker’s oredit, therefore, that he made a name 
for himself as a writer in his young manhood, 
He was educated at Princeton, where he was 
graduated in 1842. He studied for the bar, but 
never practiced law. He-married jsoon after 
he left Princeton, and made a tour of Europe. 
His first volume of poems, ‘The Lesson of 
Life,” was published in 1847, and his first 
tragedy, ‘‘Calaynos,” in 1848. This was fol- 
lowed within a few years by ‘“‘Anne Boleyn,” 
*“Leonor de Guzman,” and ‘Francesca da 
Rimini,” plays modeled after the Elizabethan 
form, that contain many creditable passages. 

‘*Calaynos” was acted in London at Sadlers 
Wells Theatre, and also in this country. “ Fran- 
cesca da Rimini” was produced at the old 
Broadway Theatre, in this city, by Ethelbert 
A. Marshall in 1855. The cast included Ea- 
ward L. Davenport as Lanciotto, Charles Fisher 
as Beppo Pépd, and Mme. Ponisi as Francesca. 
Neither ‘*Calaynos” nor “‘ Francesca” was sue- 
cessful on the stage at that time. In 1883 
Lawrence Barrett revived the last-named trag- 
edy, the text of which was altered under Mr. 
Barrett's advice by the author. Good acting, 
aided by showy scenery and dresses and more 
or less appropriate incidental music, made the 
revival successful. Mr. Barrett contemplated

trothal” and “The Widow’s Marriage.” His 
published volumes of collected poems since

His illness began two weeks ago.

WILLIAM STARR DANA, U. S. N. 
The death is announced from Paris of Con- 

mander William Starr Dana, United States 

Navy, who died in that city on Jan. 1 from 

pneumonia while returning from a short leave 

of absence. He was the youngest son of Richard 

P. Dana and a brother-in-law of Gen. Egbert L. 

Viele of this city. Born in this city in 1843, he 

entered the Naval Academy at Annapolis in 

1859, and, graduating in 1863, was promoted to 

the rank of Ensign on Oct. 1 of the same year. 

From this time on his advancement was steady 


and deserved, and his death is a loss not only 
to his friends but to the naval service. 

Asan Ensign, young Dana was on duty on 
the steam sloop Hartford, Farragut’s flagship 
in Mobile Bay, andinageneral order of the 
date of July 6, 1864, received the thanks of the 
Admiral for having displayed conspicuous gal- 
jontry: At the battle of Mobile Bay, in August, 
18 he was again donspicuoas for Mis bravery. 
In 1865 he was onthe steam sloop Lancaster, 
the flagship of the Pacific squadron, and later 
on the Blogs St. Mary’s in the Pacific squadron. 
In May, 1866, he was promoted to master, and 
served on the steamer: Aroostook, in the Asiatic 
squadron. In less than a year’s time he re- 
ceived his commission as Lieutenant, and thir- 
teen months later as Lieutenant Commander. 
As Lieutenant Commander he served on the 
steam sloop Shenandoah of the Asiatic squad- 
Ton, on the steamer Ashuelot of the same 
squadron, on the Brookiyn of the European 
fleet, on the Ossipee of the North Atlantic sta 
tion, and on the receiving ship Colorado, 

Since the war, Commander Dana had also 
served on the South American and West Indian 
stations, and had more sea service than any 
other officer of his rank. He secured the leave 
of absence from which he was returning when 
stricken at Paris, on Nov. 6,1888. His last 
oruise had ended in June, 1886, making a total 
sea service of 14 years and 8 montha. He was 
on shore duty 6 years and 9 months, and unem- 
ployed about 8 years. Commander Dana pos- 
sessed marked qualifications for seamanship, 
and was frequently noticed by the Navy De- 
partment for the order and discipline of the 
ships under his command. 

Tne death of Commander Dana will promote 
the followin otticers: Lieut. Commander 
Joseph E. Craig to be Commander, Lieut. 
Henry B. Mansfield to be Lieutenant Com- 
mander, Lieut. (junior grade) James T. Smith 
to be Lieutenant, and Ensign William Burdick 
to be Lieutenant, (junior grade.)

. JOSEPH GOLDERIC BLANCHET. 
The Hon. Joseph Golderic Blanchet, Collector 
of Customs at Quebec and ex-Speaker of the 
Canadian Parliament, isdead. He had been a 
foremost figure in Canadian politics for many 
years. He was born af St. Pierre June 7, 1829, 
and was educated at the Quebec Seminary 
and §8t.

Mr. Bianchet was Speaker of the House of 
Assembly of the Province of Quebeo from the 
ineeting of the First Parliamentafter the Union 
in 1867 until the dissolution of the Second Par- 
lament in 1875. He was for six years Mayor 
of Levis, After the Union he was returned by 
acclamation to the House of Commons, where 
he continued to sit until 1874, when, in con- 
sequence of the act respecting dual repre- 
seutation he resigned from that body in order 
to remain in the Quebec Assembly. In 1875, 
on the appointment of the Hon. M. Fournier to 
the Supreme Court, he succeeded in running 
into the Canadian Parliament between two Lib- 
eral candidates for Bellechasse. but at the next 
election was returned by his old Levis constit- 
ueucy, and was elected to the Speakership. In 
politics he was a Liberal Conservative, 





THE REY. ADOLPH RUBIN. 

The Rev. Adolph Rubin, cantor of the Tem- 
pie Emanu-El, died yesterday morning at his 
home, 113 East Seventy-tifth-streot.

VETERANS TOO MUST GO. 





GOV. HILL FINALLY THRUSTS PHILO H. 
BACKUS OUT OF OFFICE. 


ALBANY, Jan. 2.—Another Cleveland Demo- 
crat has been punished. Philo H. Backus, a 
veteran of the late war, was discharged yester- 
day from a position in the State Treasurer's of- 
fice which he bas held for eight years. He was 
the offiy remaining Democratic veteran in any 
of the constitutional or elective offices of 
the State. His place was given to George W. 
Irish of Cazenovia. The act was a ilagrant 
violation of law. Since the friction between 
Judge Muller and Mr. Backus in the Democratic 
State Committee several years ago because Mr. 
Backus would not doas Gov. Hill wanted him 
to, the Governor has tried in every manner to 


injure Mr. Backus. Backus has, nevertheless, 
stood faithful to the party of his choice. 

Tuesday State Treasurer Danforth tola Mr. 
Backus that he would be compelled to retire 
him, for he had appointed George W. Irish in 
his place as bookkeeper. Mr. Backus replied 
that such an act Was illegal and in direct 
violation of law. He then showed Mr. 
Danforth the letter written by Gov. Hill 
Oct. 5, 1885, to the Emigration Commissioners 
rolative to the discharge of the veteran Faw- 
cett.”° This contained the following over Gov. 
Hill’s signature: **The force was reduced in 
the interest of economy and the soldier, Faw- 
cett, Was among the first discharged, while 
many civilians were retained. The question pre- 
sented is whether such action was nota viola- 
tion of the law which entitles soldiers to a 
preference, Chapters 312 and 410, Laws 
of 1884. I think the spirit of the law 
requires that a preference shall be given to 
soldiers. Not only in their original employmeat, 
but in their retention if they are competent to 
discharge their duties, they should be the first 
to be employed and the last to be discharged. 
Such a construction is in accordance with 
the true purpose of the law. It is imma- 
terial whether seme civilian may not be 
better qualified to fill the position of superior- 
ity is not to be considered. ‘If he ia competent 
to properly and satisfactorily discharge the du- 
ties he should bave been retained. I must 
direct that he be forthwith reinstated.” 

When Mr. Danforth concluded reading this, 
he sald: “I don’t see how the Governor can 
omee od himself’; which showed conelusively 

be Governor’s hand in the removal of Mr. 
Backus, Yesterday the fermal discharge was 
received by Mr. Backus, in which the State 
Treasurer referred to the discharge as “ that 
matter.” 

In reply Mr. Backus sent a letter in these 
words: ‘“‘I hereby respectfully make applica- 
tion to he retained and appointed by you as 
bookkeeper inthe State ‘Treasurer’s oflice. I 
have held this position, as you are aware, for, 
eight years, and through the administrations of 
Treasurers Maxwell and Fitzgerald, and know 
that I have performed the daties to their entire 
satisfaction. I am an honorably-discharged 
soldier of the late war, having enlisted in 1861 
in the Forty-fourth New-York Volunteers and 
served three years.” 

Mr. Backus ane himself at the office to- 
day, tola Mr. Danforth that he considered him- 
self still an employe as bookkeeper, and that 
he had placed the matterin the hands of an 
attorney to mandamus both tho State Treasurer 
and Controller from recognizing or paying any 
other person than himself as bookkeeper. Col. 
Backus served as aide in 1887-8 on the staff of 
the National Commanders of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and is prominent in Grand 
Army matters.

FOR OVER TWO MILLIONS. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 2.—In the Superior

The verdict does little 
more than establish the bag of the piaint 
iff's claim, since the assets will fall far beiow 
satisfying the juagment.

FREE WOOL DEMANDED 


POINTED FACTS FOR COON- 
GRESS TO DIGEST. 
WOOLEN MANUFACTURERS WHO ASK 
THAT THE FALSE ‘‘ PROTECTION ” 
GIVEN THEM MAY BE WITHDRAWN, 


WASILINGTON, Jan. 2.—The most enthusiastic 
friend of tariff reform could hardly ask for bet- 
ter proof of the hold that cause has taken upon 
the people than was afforded at to-day’s meet- 
ing of the Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives. The tariff reformer 
who predicted five years ago, or even two years 
ago, that manufacturers of woolen goods 
would ever come to Congress and ask 
for free wool, or for a reduction of 
duties on wool, was laughed at by the 
protectionists as a visionary enthusiast. 
Yet, the Ways and Means Committee members 
learned to-day that more than five hundred 
men actually engaged in manufacturing or deal- 
ing in wool and woolen goods, had signed a peti- 
tion asking that wool be put upon the free list, 
and that over two hundred more had asked for 
an ad valorem duty on wool, to take the place of 
and to be less than the present specific form of 
duty. It was an entirely novel experience for 
the Ways and Means Committee, and the Demo- 
cratic members of that body regard it as of the 


utmost significance, as showing how the tide of 
public opinion is setting. 

Tne gentleman who presented the petitions to 
the committees was Mr. Frank P. Bennett, edi- 
tor of the Ameri@in Wool keporter of Boston, 
who very soon convinced the committee that he 
was well posted concerning the wool trade, 
and the opinions of those engaged init. Before 
Mr. Bennett was heard, however, the committee 
listened to Mr. George H. Wallace, who raised 
sheep in Missouri until he became an 
applicant tor the office of Consul at Mel- 
bourne, Australia, when he sold out bis 
sheep and went to work for his appointment. 
He read a paper full of figures which he 
thought proved the necessity of keeping 4 duty 
on all wool entering this country. © thought 
1t would be an excéllent idea to adopt au ad- 
justable tariff, which would diminish when wool 
was scarce and high and increase when it was 
plenty and low. © Was sure that the importa- 
tion of third-class, or carpet, Wools was decoiv- 
ing farmers into raising wheat, beef, and pork 
at prices below what it cost them. 

in reply to questions by Mr, Carlisle, Mr. Wal- 
lace stated that sheep were of considerable 
value on farms for other purposes than wool 
and mutton. Mr. Breckinridge tried hard to 
tind out in what States the sheep raisers com- 

eted with the imported coarse carpet wools, 
Pat all he could learn from Mr. Wallace was 
that some Mexican sheep found on this side of 
the Kio Grande produced wool similar to the 
Carpet wool grown in barbarous and semi- 
éivilized countries. ‘She committee ailowed 
Mr. Wallace to go without obtaining from him 
any elaborate information about the absurd ad- 
justable tariff he would like, and then Mr. Ben- 
nett took the stand. 

The Boston editor told about the two peti- 
tions already referred toand said: ** Among the 
530 signers of the petition for free wool are Mr. 
Moses T. Stevens of North Andover, Mass, che 
largest indiviaual woolen manufacturer in tne 
United states; Mr. G. Z. Silsbee, Treasurer of 
the famous Middlesex Woolen Company of 
Lowell, Mass.; Mr. Arthur T, Lyman, Treasurer 
of the great carpet mills at Lowell; Mr 
Galen C. Moses, ‘ireasurer of the Worumbo 
Manufacturing Company, the largest woolen 
manufacturing establishment in the State of 
Maine; Mr. Jesse Metcalf, one of the largest 
woolen manufacturers and most influential 
citizens or Rhode Island; Mr. James Kitchen- 
man, a large manufacturer and a leading Re- 
publican of the city of Philadelphia, and one of 
the men who heiped raise the celebrated Phila- 
delphia campaign fund in the last Presidential 
campaign; Mtr. Howland Crolt, a lea@ing 
and well-known Mabufacturer of worsted yarns 
in Camden, N. J. The astonishing feature of 
this unexpected list of names in favor of free 
wool lies not only in the character, but in the 
number of the signers. It has been hitherto 
asserted, on very high authority, that the only 
manufacturers in favor of free wool are a few 
otiicers of large corporations, the number of 
whom does not exceed ten. But this list 
of signatures shows that the rank and 
tile of smaller manufacturers are as will- 
ing to express their opinions in regard to 
wool duties as are the g*eat leaders of the 
trade. No effort has beef made to ascertaiu 
the politics of the signers ot these petitions. 
Among the manufacturers who petition for free 
wool in New-Hampshire Mr, Charles J. Amidon 
of Hinsdale is a very influential Republican; 
Mr. A. W. Sulloway of Franklia Falls is an in- 
fiueotial Democrat of national reputation.” 

Mr. Bennett's assertion regarding Mr. Kitch- 
enmand was challenged by one of the gentlemen 
present, who declared that the Philadelphian 
was a Democrat. Kot ; 

‘In the State of Rhode sland,’ continued Mr, 
Bennett, “ the total number of looms in wuolen 
and worsted milis is 7,461, and of these, manu- 
facturers representing 4,085 looms, or consid- 
erably more than half the whole number in the 
State, have sigued this petition for free wool. 
But besides tnese mills which represent the 
4,085 looms, several spinning mills con- 
taining no looms, but which have in 
the aggregate 41 sets of cards, 15 combs, 
and 4 knitting machines, have signed 
the petition for free wool. Among other sign- 
era whom I have not mentioned in Rhode 
Island are the celebrated Weybosset Mills of 
Olneyville, the equally well-known Lippett 
Woolen Company of Woonsocket, the Peacedale 
Manufacturing Company, of which Mr. Row- 
land Hazard is Treasurer, and the great Atlantic 
Mills of Olneyville by Owen Brothers, agents. 
‘These Atlantic Mills make ladies’ dress goods, 
such as are made also by the Arlington Mills, 
of which Mr. Whitman is ‘Treasurer, and 
the Owen Brothers actually own a considerable 
share of the mills which they manage. ‘here 
Gan be no doubt that this growing demand for 
a revision of the tariff in the direction of re- 
duced duties has had mtch to do with taking 
Rhode Island out of the list of sure Republican 
States and pusting it into the ranks of the 
doubtful, and I will confess right here that, as 
a Republican, one of my reasons for engaging 
in the distribution of these petitions has been 
the hope that this growing demand for a revis- 
ion of the tariffin the direction of reduced, 
rather than of increased, duties might be com- 
plied with and satistied under Republican au- 
spices.” 

“The signatures to these two petitions, tne 
one 1n favor of free wool and the other in favor 
ot advalorem duties, are from nearly every 
State and Territory in which woolen manufacto- 
ries are situated. A few woo! growers have 
signed the petitions, but they were men who 
found them in neighboring woolen mills, and 
signed them without solicitation. I have no 
hesitation in saying that a potition for reduced 
duties upon wool .for the benetit of our 





manufacturers who furnish our domestio 
wool growers the sole warket for 
their fieeces, would secure a great 


many signers among that portion of our agri- 
cultural population concerned in the raising of 
wool. The signers of these petitions do not be- 
lieve that free wool means free goods. One of 
the most prosperous periods the woolen manu- 
facturing industry Las ever enjoyed in the 
United States was from 1862 to 1867, and this 
prosperity was not due alone to the war, but to 
the fact that the duty on raw wool was 
low, and the duty on Manufactured ygoods 
was high enougn to afford our mills 
abundant protection and to bestow uyo. our 
wool growers the biessings of an abundant 
home market. During that period American 
sheep husbandry ss enormously, and in 
1867 the number of sheep in Ohio reached a 
total of 7,555,507 head.

ties upon wool ever known, and now, when a 
littie coterie of Ohio politicians stands in the 
light of wool growers and woolen mauufactur- 
ers alike, and to such pruofs of the destructive 
influence or the high tax upon Wooi as we have 
just presented repliss merely with threats, we 
are certainly very sorry that they cannot take 
mvure reasunable ground, And, as one of the 
largest manufacturers and strongest protection- 
ists in Philadelphia recently remarked: ‘I 
would rather bave four years of free wool, even 
with the risk of free goods at the end of that 
time, than to endure another four yerrs such as 
we have just been through,’” 

Mr. Bennett assured tue committee that the 
woolen manufacturers Were, almost without ex- 
ception, sure and discontented because duties 
‘ob Woolen goods were il many cases lower than 
upon the raw material of whioh they were 
made. Ho explsived that the ad valorem peti- 
tion had over two hundred signers, headeu by 
A. Juilhara & Co. of New-York, ana 

prominent protectionists. 
for ad valorem duties 
on wool,” said Mr. Bennett, ‘does not 
specify any rates, however, because any 
ad valorem duty which this committee might 
ve likely to report or Congress to adopt, must 
be in the nature of a reduction for the rollow- 
ing reasons: The present tax upon wool can- 
not be judged by the percentage of duty paid 
upon the comparatively fsmall quantities of 
light-shrinkage forciza clothing and combing 
woo!s brought into the United States, By that 
false method the burden of the present tax 
upon woo! would appear to be only 49 or 50 per 
cent. But the reai burden is the ratio which 
the present avty of 10 cents & vound beurs to 
the heavy-shrinkage foreign wvols, Low en- 
tirely exc'uded irom our ports. Upon these, the 
great bulk of tue clothing wools of the world, 
the duty of 10 cents per pound is nearer 100 
per cent. than 50. Itis because the gentie- 
wnen who were here yesterday, pretending to 
represent the ool growers Of the United 
States, know this, but do not want 
the public ' to know it, that they 
fight so vigorously against ad valorem duties 
on wools. ut these men ure uo true Iriends of 
even the wool growers, whom they pretead to 
represent; for while this 100 per cent. duty 
kevps the heavy-shilokage foreign wools out of 
the hands of our American manuutfacturers, yet 
the same Wools are tukon by the foreign mauu- 
facturer and made into goods which are put 
into the American market at duties of 6V to 70 
per cent. The average ad valorem duty acwu- 


including many 
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ally paid upon ali the manufactures of wool 
of every description broughtinto the United 
States in 1888 was 68,31 per cent.” 

A number of letters from wool experts in “> 
ort of his assertions were Sp yoy b rt. 

ennett, who then submitted to a long series of 
questions put by various members of the com- 
mittee, ese brought out the fact that Mr. 
Bennett’s personal preference was for an 
valorem duty on wool of from 20 to 40 per 
cent., which would be a reduction from present 
duties, Wool growers here, he said, were pro- 
tected by cheap land. In his opinion the duty 
on wool had nothing whatever to do with the 
Tise and fall of sheep growing. The sheep 
served as pioneers to open up new countries,

act, he said, that as the number of sheep in 4& 

given section decreased, the scale of prosperity 
of the community increased. Their lands had 
increased in value for general farm purposes. 
Without any tariff at all, Mr. Bennett declared, 
this country could beat the world in raising fine 
sheep. Mr. Mills got him to assert that to pro- 
hibit the importation of woolen goods would 
stimulate tne Lah rigs of such goods here, 
but that to prohibit the importation of raw 
wool would not stimulate the growth of the 
wool-growing industry. Mr. Bennett also be- 
Heved that we could not produce here all the 
finer kings of wool needed by our manufactur- 
ers. He was not sure that} easy access to our 
markets for foreign growers of these kinds of 
wool bes er not induce farmers to raise wool to 
be mixed with the foreign product, and thus 
build up an important industry here. 

Mr. F, J. Gibbs, who has a large sheep ranch 
in Colorado, talked to the committee about the 
cost of raising wool and marketing it. In an 
average flock of 2,000 ewes, he said, a net in- 
crease of 600 head a year was a high estimate. 
He figured up the expenses of keeping such a 
flock at $2,945 a year. To offset this he allowed 
$2,200 for lambs and 13,000 pounds of wool. 
This wool cost nearly 17 cents a pound to raise 
at, the ranch, and 5 cents a pound extra to sell 
itat the seaboard, making 22 cents a pound 
sold at the seaboard. On the basis of scoured 
wool the cost was 90 cents a pound. 
The least the sheep grower could get along 
with was a return of 20 cents a pound 
net for the wool at the ranch. Mr. Gibbs 
aravely informed the committee that if Mr. 
Cleveland had been elected the growers felt 
that their sheep would not have been worth a 
single dollar. If the duty was taken off wool 
the plains of Colorado would be given uy to 
prairie dogs and coyotes, 

Mr. E, M. Bissell, a farmer of Shoreham, Vt., 
gave the committee some information about the 
sheep-raising indusiry of New South Wales. It 
cost less than 2 cents a pound to grow wool 
there, he declared, and the cost at the Atlantic 
seaboard was less than 5 cents. Hence lower 
duties On wool would ruin the wool growers of 
America. Mr. Bissell raises sheep for breeding 
purposes, and there were, he said, no countries 
that competed with him in the class he raised, 
although breeding sheep were now admitted: 
free of duty. 

When Mr. Bissell retirea there was a brief 
pause and then Chairman McKinley asked: ‘Is 
there any person here who wishes to speak for 
free wool?’ There was no response. “I move 
that the committee adjourn,” said Mr. Burrows, 
and the motion was promptly carried. 

There were a large number of wool men in the 
room who had not been heard and the outsiders 
wondered why the hearing had been 80 abrupt- 
ly stopped. Inquiry showed that the tone of 
the proceedings had worried some of the 
Manufacturers who had come to ask for 
higher duties, and they had decided to try what 
they could accomplish in a conference with the 
wool growers. It was to give them a chance 
for this consultation that the hearing was sus- 
pended, and the wool men burried off to a hotel, 
where they locked themselves into a room and 
talked over the situation. The conference 
might as well not have been hela, for the grow- 
ers and the manufacturers could not agree upon 
the committee and gave it up after a long 
wrangle. ‘To-morrow each interest will be 
oder a chance to tell the committee what it 
wants, 


AFFAIRS IN FUREIGN LANDS. 


PORTUGAL AND ENGLAND. 

LISBON, Jan. 2.—At the opening of the Cortes 
the King announced that the foreign relations 
of the kingdom were all that could be desired. 
He reviewed the progress made in the African 
colonies of Portugal, and said: 

“The patriotic aspirations of Great Britain 
to extend her vast possessions in Africa have 


been met at several points by the fixed design 
of Portugal to maintain her authority over 
those regions that Portuguese were the tirst to 
discover and open to Christianity and 
commeree, and where Portuguese authorities 
have .exercised jurisdiction and influence suf- 
ficient to indicate incontestable possession. 
This collision has provoked a difference of 
views, and has led to a diplomatic correspond- 
dence which 18 also dealing with the difference of 
opinion regarding the conflict between the 
patives of the Shire country and the Portu- 
guese scientific expedition. Supported by 
the two Ohambers, my Government. will 
endeavor to convince the British Govern- 
ment of our right to rule the territory 
north and south of the Zambeai River, hoping 
to obtain an equitable adjustment of all legiti- 
Mate interests, which may, as I desire, prompt- 
ly restore a perfect accord between two na- 
tions that have: been united by bonds of 
friendship and tradition for centuries.

THE LAEKEN PALACE FIRE. 
BRUSSELS, Jan. 2.—The report that the library 
in the royal palace at Laeken was burned 
in the fire whioh destroyed that structure yes- 


terday proves to have been unfounded. A 
number of important documents relating to the 
Congo Free State were destroyed. The Queen’s 
entire wardrobe was also burned. 

The Queen ana Princess Clementine are great- 
ly prostrated by the burning to death of the 
governess of the Princess and destruction of the 
palace. 

The damage caused by the fire at Laeken is 
estimated at $1,200,000. Some priceless stat- 
ues have been destroyed. The table upon 
which Napoleon signed the declaration of war 
against Kussia bas been shattered. Their 

ajesties intend to reside in the portion of 
the palace which has been preserved, and 
which is called the Pavillon d’Honneur. Only 
the contents ofthe palace were insured, and 
these for $550,000. 


GLADSTONE ON ITALY. 
LONDON, Jan. 3.—Mr. Gladstone, in acknowl- 
edging the gift of a book on Italy, writes 








to the author, Tonio: ‘‘Though a _ Lib- 
eral, I am, as regards financé and for- 
eign relations, highly conservative in the 


sense of avoiding peril and courting secure re- 
sources rather than oonfiding in speculative 


means. I regard the condition of Italian 
tinauce as a national danger, and fear 
that the danger will be seriously 


increased if Italian politics continue to be im- 
piicatea with the embarrassment of trans- 
alpine affairs. Ishould not be equally appre- 
hensive of the peril of past isolation.

LONDON, Jau. 2.—The citation to appear as 
co-respondent in the suit for divorce brought 
by Capt. O’Shea against hia wile was received 
by Mr. Parnell at the office of his counsel, Mr.

RoME, Jan. 2.—The King and Queen welcomed 
the Empress Frederick and her daughters upen 
their arrival and escorted them to their hotel.

CASTE AND STARVATION IN INDIA, 

The Collector of Ganjam, the famine-stricken 
district in India, in a recent report, sunimarized 
by the London /imes, states that thé caste 


difficulty has been constantly recurring in re- 
gardto the relief kitchens. At sSurada Panos 
children were found starving, the parents re- 
fusing to take them to the kitchen, while 
Bouris, wko'were forcibly brought there, de- 
gerted when they got the opportunity. He 
thinks the Legislature must etep in aud make it 
® punishable offense for parents to allow their 
children to starve whén food is to be had with 
every rezurd to caste prejudices at the Guvern- 
ment kitchens.

w for killing his chiid by starvation, in lieu of 
taking him to the kitchen, we shall hear no 
toore of the so-termed caste objections on the 
part of the Bouris, Panos, Dandasis, and 80 on,”

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‘FIRE IN AN EDISON PLANT 


H18 





OLDEST ELEOTRIO LIGHT 

STATION BURNED.” 

HE BUILDING FROM WHICH CENTRAL 
STATION ELECTRIC LIGHTING WAS 
FIRST TRIED GUTTED BY FLAMES. 


The oldest electric light station of the Edison 
Company, at 255 and 257 Pearl-street, was com- 
| pletely gutted by fire early yesterday morning. 
It contained cight dynamos of 200 horse power 
‘eaoh, and supplied some six hundred customers 
in the section bounded by Broadway, the East 
River, Spruce, and Wall streets. The plant was 
putinin 1882, and had never been idle night 
or day from the time it was opened until yos- 
terday. This was the first plant in the world to 
demonstrate practically the feasibility of 
electric lighting from a central station. 

The building was an old one, of brick, with 
wood floors, and four storiles-high, exclusive of 
the cellar, occupied by engine boilers. It was 
very nearly 6 o’clock yesterday morning when 
an unknown man ran into the engine house of 
No. 32, on John-street, and toid Capt. Frazer 
that the Edison plant was burning. The Cap- 
tain ordered his men out and started before 
them to look at the fire. He got there before 
‘any other official of the department and saw 
\that the upper part of the building was already 
in flames. The company came up with 
fits engine, and the Captain entered the 
‘office door, which was unlocked, and 
‘passed up stairs. He began work 
on the third floor, where it seemed that the fire 
had first started. The floor above was already 
‘pretty well burned. Both were occupied by 
the wirlng department. A, few minutes later 
‘nalf adozen of the firemen found themselves 
ent off by the flames, which had consumed the 
‘stairway. They all got out safely by ladders. 


Later on James Mulvaney of Company No. 12 
Aves Overcome by smoke while passing into the 
Durning building, but he recovered soon after 
elng brought into the openair. I[t was over 
@n pour ore the tire was gotten under com- 
‘plete control, and by that time the greater part 
sof the wooden floors and timbers were a charred 
mass and ail tre valuable machinery had been 
destroyed. ? 

The loft of William Schwarzwaelder & Co.’s 
‘desk manufactory, at 259, had vecn burned off 
and @ great deal of water damage done on all 
‘the floors below. The lamp manufactory of G. 

Aikman & jCo., at 261, was also damaged by 
water. So was the basement of the same build- 
ink. occupied by Doelger & Eckeris, dealers in 
oil cloths. The building on the other slide of the 
Edison plant, 253, was uninjured, but some 
damage had been done to the leaf tobacco stock 
of Isauc Meyer & Co., who occupied the base- 
ment, by smoke and water. : 

General Manager Joln I. Beggs of the Edison 

Company said the insurance on building and 
‘plant was $100,000, which would just about 
cover the loss. The company has an annex 
station in this district at 6U0 Liberty-street. The 
efforts of the Managemeut were first directed 
‘to making this station do the work of both 
;plants for a night or two so far as possible. 
jMessengers were sent around to customers who 
‘were known to have gas in their buildings ask- 
fing them to use it for a short time, and the work 
‘of connecting ‘‘feeders,” or street mains, with 
‘the Liberty-street plant instead of the one 
‘which had been burned out was prosecuted as 
wapldly as practicable. It was stated that 
lights could be furnished right off to the whole 
‘of the district between Maiden-lane and Wall- 
‘atreet, which portion the Liberty-street annex 
‘had been intended to accommodate, although it 
had not yet been perfectly equipped. Cus- 
| tomers between Maiden-lane and Spruce-street 
}were not so well off. And yet even there the 
company promised that the delay should not be 
wa long one. 
) “Wehave two new dynamos on the way to 
New-York already,” said Mr. Beggs, “and in 
fthree days we shall bein shape todo all our 
‘work again. We intend to rebduild temporarily 
fand send out currents from this point, But the 
‘company had already determined to substitute 
ja new and fire-prooi building for this Pearl- 
street station next Spring, and will probably 
doso now. This was the only station in the 
whoie county used by the Edison Company 
,which was not fire-proof in construction, like 
jour two Other stations here,on Tnirty-ninth- 
street, opposite the Casino, and on Twenty- 
six th-street, near Sixth-avenue.” 

As to the origin of the fire the General Man- 
eger would not venture an opinion, and em- 
ployes of the company werevery reticent. Fire- 
mnen say that it was caused in some way from 
the electric currents. The high-tension oppo- 
ments of Edison’s system have always insisted 
that as @ cause of fire his continuous currents 
‘were far nore dangerous than alternating cur- 
rents of five times their voltage. There is also 
little doubt that an effort was made by the 
night gang of twelve men to put out the fire 
‘with their own apparatus before an alarm was 
given. Chief Cashman of the Fire Department 
gays he found on the stairs two iengths of 
Croton hose which had evidently been used for 
this purpose. All the firemen say that the tire 
must have been burning for some time before 
the alarm was given. 

The Edison Company has no overhead wires. 
Its connections vetween the street and the 
wiring department on the upper floors of the 
burned building ran through a chute of wood, 
the lower part of which was not much burned. 
This would indicate that the tire did not start 
in that chute, but perhaps from some imper- 
fectly insulated wire between the dynamos and 
the beginning of the street connection. 

The office of the Edison Electric llluminating 
Company is with Spenver Trask & Co., at 16 
Broad-street. Mr. Trask, President of the com- 
pany, is in Europe. Mr. Beggs is Vice Prosi- 
dent. The Secretary, James B. Skehan, when 
seen by a TimES reporter late yesterday after- 
noon, said it was too early as yet to form any 
definite idea as to how the fire had started. “I 
am satisiied,” he continued, ‘‘that our currents 
had nothing todo with it. The fire began on 
the third tioor,in the rear, near s boiler tiue. 
There was not an electric connection within 
twenty feet of that point. [ have no doubt 
that tho boiler flue set fire to some oily waste 
in theroom. Meanwhile the men were in the 
front part of the building, where the engines 
and dynamos were situated. That accounts 
for the headway which the tiames had attainea 
before an alarm was given.” 

Mr. Skehan said the insurance of $100,000 
was divided up among forty companies. He 
thought it wouid cover the loss, three-fourths 
of which was on machinery. He corroborated 
Mr, Beggs as to the intentions of the company 
and its methods of meeting the present crisis. 
‘Some new connections,” said he, ‘* were com- 
ee with the Liberty-street plant as early as 
11 A. M. By o’ciock our Nassau-street 
'* feeder’ was connected with the same piant 
and Newsvaper-row was supplied with lights. 
Everythiug possible will be done for our cus- 
tomers.” 

Isaac Meyer & Co. estimate their loss on 
Btock of leaf tobacco at $5,000. Schwarz- 
waeilder & Co. lose $5,000, and G. M. Aikman & 
Go. and Doelger & Eckerts sustain heavy losses. 
All are fully covered by insurance. 

The fire caused a good deal of inconvenience 
in the Wall-street district. In the vicinity of 
‘the Stock Exchange, where rents are so high 
{that httle dark rooms are very fashionable, 
brokers and their clerks even at midday are 
jobliged to rely for light upon gas and electrio 
lighting. There was yesterday a good onance 
{to see thatthe Edison Company’s was a long 
one. In many back offices Work was brought to 

a compiete standstill, except in so far as the 
eandie or oil lamp could be temporarily put to 
use. About noon, however, the electric light 
,company was able to supply customers from 
another station, but this card was sent out by 
the Wall-street news agencies: 
. “* We are asked to request users of the Edison 
incandescent light to use the light to smallest 
extent possible at present, as the light is sup- 
plied to-day from the lower station, whose ca- 
pacity is limited.”

single locality, but itis a fair sample of many 
otbers which might be written from other parts 
of the city dealing with the same subject, 

From any one of the rear windows of the 
Grosvenor, at 37 Fifth-avenus, this is the out- 
look: Close under the windows are two stables, 
one fronting on Tenth and one on Eieventh- 
street. They are little one-and-a-half-story 
structures, ‘then there is a one-story wooden 
buildiug fronting on Tenth-street. All over 
and around the wooden building, and overtop- 
ping the stavies, are the empty boxes. Some- 
times they rise to the fourth-story windows of 
the large brick building which bounds the 
vacant lot further along Tenth-street from 
Fifth-avenue. It needs but a look to make one 
realize that a tire once started in the pile would 
blaze up with such flerceuess that only the best 
of good fortune and remarkable work by the 
firemen could save neighboring property, espe- 
cially if there were a heavy wind blowing 1n the 
Tight direction. And A pe the Inspector of Com- 
bustibles said yesterday that he did not con- 
sider this pile of boxes as very dangerous, The 
occupants of the Grosvenor do not agree with 
him. 

This menace back of the Grosvenor is main- 
tained by a man named Kidney, who has a 
still bigger pile down on South Fifth-avenue, 

ust above Grand-street. [nspector of Cum- 

ustibles Peter Seery says that Mr. Kidney has 
caused much trouble to the department, and it 
has been necessary frequently to threaten him 
with suits. Notwithstauding this, Mr. Kidney’s 
box piles have seemed to flourish. 

Mr. Seery explains the seoming immunity 
which has been enjoyed by those who maintain 
these dangerous piles of boxes by the allegation 
that he has not sufficient authority to abate the 
nuisance. Under the Laws of 1882, after a no- 
tice has been served on a person who stores 
combustibles in such quantities or under such 
conditions that they are dangerous, in case he 

ays no heed, a fine of $25 and a further tine of 
Bs for every day’s neglect to remove the dan- 
ger may be imposed. To recover these fines it 
is necessary to bring suit. 

This authority may be inadequate, but it does 
not seem to have been fully exercised, at least, 
in the case of Mr. Kidney. He has been threat- 
ened, has promised to do as the Inspector or- 
dered, and there the matter appears invariably 
to have dropped. Mr. Seery says that he has 
aimed to keep the piles down to about ten feet 
in height. Hundreds of persons who have no- 
ticed from the windows of the elevated railroad 
cars the great piie on South Fifth-avenue, 
would swear they had never seen it as low as 
teu feet. 

Mr. Scery, however, says he has decided to 
bring a test suit, to have the powers of the de- 
partment determined. Ifitis found that there 
does not exist in the Fire Department the 
power to abate the danger, then an effort may 
be made to secure a luw under which efiicient 
action way be taken. 

Col. Carl Jussen, Secretary of the Fire Depart- 
ment, said yesterday thatthe problem of regu- 
lating the piling up of packing boxes was a 
troublesome one, as there was some doubt about 
the power of the department, and what was 
needed was & Lew law exactly covering the 
ground,

A RICH PROGRAMME ARRANGED FOR 
THE EPIPHANY SEASON, 


The Christmastide and Epiphany season mu- 
sical programmes at Trinity Churcn, as arranged 
by Dr. Arthur H. Messiter, organist and choir- 
master, are uncommonly rich in attractive se- 
lections.

The Feast of the Epiphany will be celebrated 
on Monday, Jan. 6, at 11 o'clock, at which will 
be sung the familiar anthem of Elvey, “ Arise, 
shine, ior Thy Signt is come,” the communion 
service of Caikin in B tlat, and Mendelssohn’s 
“ There shall a star from Jacob come forth.” 

‘The Elvey anthem will be repeated the Sun- 
day after Epipbauy at the high celebration, the 
communion service is Garrett in E flat, and the 
oftertory will comprehend three numbers 
trom tue untinished oratorio of Mendelssohn, 
“Christus,” a recitation for soprano, * When 
Jesus, our Lurd, was born in Bethlehem,” a 
trio for tenor, baritone, and bass, ‘Say, where 
is He born, the King of Judea,” and chorus, 
“There shail @ Star from Jacob come forth.” 
conoluding with a majestic choral, ** As bright 
the Star of Morning beams.’”’ The chief number 
of the afternoon service is a selection from 
“ The Messiah,” ** How beautiful are the feet 
of Him that bringeth good tidings,’ and 
“ Break forth into joy.” 

Sunday, Jan. 19, the second after Epiphany, 
the Handel! selections last named and Stantford’s 
communion service iu B flat will be sung in the 
morning. For evening prayer Cobb’s ‘Nuno 
Dimittis” and “ Magnificat” are programmed to 
precede ** The Wilderness,” Sir John Goss’s su- 
perb setting of the thirty-tifth chapter of Isaiah, 
one of the finest examples of ecclesiastical 
composition extant. 

At the feast of the conversion of St. Paul 
Saturday, Jan. 25, Barnby will be represented 
by the anthem * The Grace of God that Bring- 
eth Salvation,” Calkin by the well-known com- 
munion service in C, and Clark-Wnhauitfeld by the 
otfertory ** In Jewry is God Known.” 

On _ the following Sunday, the third arter 
Epiphany, Stainer’s Te Deum and Bene- 
dictus in B that, Ouseley’s * From the rising 
of the sun,” Stanford's communion service in B 
flat, and Barnby’s “Drop down, ye heavens” 
will accompany the high celebration. Tours’s 
evening service and “The Wilderness” of Goss 
will be repeated. 

Strangers are made welcome at Trinity at the 
Sunday morning service, and in the afternoon 
ali sittings are free.

WHY HE OALLS ON THE JUDGE. 

Lawyer John A. Grow never allows a New 
Year’s to pass without making a cali on Judge 
Benedict of the United States Court. Mr. Grow 
has‘good reason to remember the Judge, for tn 
1878 he waa the defendant before him in a crim- 
inal trial involving the forgery of a bond. As 
the law then stood he was debarred from testi- 
fying m his own behalf. His wife knew he was 
innocent, and sbe knew also the fact could only 
be established by his own evidence. She has- 
tened to Washington and succeeded in making 
the goles injustice of such a lawso clear 
that it was amended 80 as to allow any defend- 
autin a criminal action in any United States 
court to testify in his own behalf, at his own 
request. The amendment was passed March 
16, 1878, andafew days afterward Mr. Grow 
Was put on trial, took the stand in bis own de- 
fense, and was acquitted and honorably dis- 
obarged by Judge Benedict. Hs stunds on the 
record as the first defendant in any United 
States court who was permitted to testify in 
his own behalf.

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_ HURRIOANES AT SEA. 


ROUGH AND DANGEROUS EXPERIENCE 
OF THE STKAMSHIP CROMA. 


The steamship Croma, which arrived yester- 
day from Midaleborough and Dundee, experi- 
enced the stormiest weather which her Captain 
has yet been out in. Capt. Lord says that he 
left Dundee on Dec. 12. A furious gale set in 
shortly afterward, and culminated on Dec, 17 
at midnight in a hurricane from southwest to 
West. Although the vessel was going at full 
speed, her head was blown off into the trough 


of the sea and she became unmanageable, The 
engines were stopped, and the vessel tossed 
violently about. 

An enormous wave rolled up from windward 
and broke over the ship, burying ber for the mo- 
ment. When the water had rolled away it was’ 
found that the upper bridge had been wrecked 
and Seaman Moritz and several other men had 
been seriously injured. A quantity of water 
had poured down the smoke tunnel, although 
the top of this is fifty-six feet above the water 
line. ater had also poured down through the 
tudes and had almost extinguished the fires. 
This came near causing @ panic in the engine 
room. Considerable damage had been caused 
on deck. Two boats had been tornopen. One 
of these had been splitin halves, A quantity 
of vil was thrown overboard in the hope of 
quieting the sea, and this seemed to have the 
effect of keeping down the crests of the waves. 
The barometer went down to 28.75. 

The vessel tossed about in the trough of the 
sea until 8 o’clock next morning, when the gale 
moderated somewhat. On Deo. 20 another 
hurricane set in, and the sea again became ter- 
rific, Another enormous wave burst over the 
vessel forward and, injuring the upper works, 
swept aft and over the stern, carrying a quan- 
tity of wreckage before it. George Watson, an 
oiler, Was on his way to the forecastle in order 
to eall the firemen’s watch when the sea 
struck him and, washing him over the 
upper bridge, landed him in an unconscious 
condition under the starboard boat. He was 
found to have sustained dangerous injuries, but 
he is now in a fair way of recovery. This wave 
caused a great deal of damage about the decks. 
Capt. Lurd says that the great beam of the 
Croma was of great service in keeping her 
steady. But for this she could not have weath- 
ered the hurricanes, 

Capt, King, of the British steamship Lis- 
bonese, which arrived yesterday from Para, re- 

orts that on Dec. 21, 1n latitude 21° and 
ongitude 60°, he spoke the American ship 
Samuel Skolfield in a partially dismasted 
condition. ‘The vessel was bound from 
this port for Java, under the command of 
Capt. Hall, who stated that he had been caught 
ina hurricane on Deo. 4 in latitude 27° and 
lovgitude 37’. The ship was then thrown 
on her beam ends, and only the three lower 
masts, with the lower yards and bowsprit, were 
left standing. Jury sails had been rigged, and 
the ship was striving to reach 8t. Thomas. She 
declined all offers of assistance. A dispatch 
from 8t. Thomas states that the Skolfield ar- 
rived there on Dec. 31. 

The Furnessia of the Anchor Line and the 
Marsala from Hamburg, beth of which arrived 
yesterday, reported having met with weather 
of unusual severity.

TSUDA LED A FAST LIFH#. 





WHEN IT LOST ITS CHARM HE ENDED 
IT WITH A RAZOR. 


Tsuda, a Japanese employed by H. C. Parke, 
manufacturer and dealer in Japanese goods at 
30 East Twenty-third-street, committed suicide 
by cutting his throat about 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Tsuda had been in this country 
only three years, but in that brief period he 
had become so familiar with certain phases of 
advanced civilization that his own existence 
lost its charm. 

Tsuda possessed ina high degree the ability 
to decorate and design that is given to so many 
of his race. He brought to New-York with him 
a pretty little Japanese wife and three little 
Japanese boys. He at once secured lucra- 
tive employment with Mr. Parke. About 
two years ago he began to lead a fast 
life. Headeveloped an inordinate desire for 
American beverages of a spirituous nature, 
staid away from his family, played billiards, 
and smoked cigarettes. When his wife rebuked 
him in her gentle Japanese way he beat her in 
the most approved civilized manner. Finally 
she appealed to friends, who gave her enough 
money to carry her and two of ber children to 
Japan. Kura, her ten-year-old boy, Mr, Parke 
agreed to keep and educate, 

The loss of his wife and children did not in- 
duce Tsuda to mend his ways. Just before 
Christmus he started off on a holiday spree. 
Yesterday morning he returned to his work. 
He atarted in enameling drageus and snakes on 
porcelains and worked until 3. o’clock, when 
ho went to the bathroom. Shortly after his boy 
Kura was sent for him. The boy found the 
door locked. Peeping through the key-hole be 
saw his father stretched out on the floor. Help 
was summoned, the door forced, avd Tsuda 
found, his bead almost severed trom his body.

FIRE IN TWO BUILDINGS. 


A BLAZE WHICH THE FIREMEN HAD A 
HARD TIME IN FIGHTING. 


A fire, which was discovered at 8 o’clock last 
évening in the basement under the two build- 
ings at 119 Fulton-street and 50 Ann-street, 
gave the firemen over two hours’ bard work 
before it was extinguished, and caused a loss 
of from $25,000 to $40,000, The buildings are 
separated at the rear by a narrow court, but 
the basement runs through from street to 
street. It was filled with rags and rabbish. 
The fire started on the Fulton-street side, and 
before it was discovered had worked back to 


Ann-street. Two policemen rushed at the same 
moment to give the alarm—one from Fulton 
street and one from Ann. 

Chief Cushman sent out another call. Subse 
quently still another call was sent oul. When 
the tiremen began work on the Ann-street side 
adense smoke was pouring out of the base- 
ment. An entrance was effected, and Foreman 
Frazer of = Company No. 32 and Assist- 
ant Foreman Grady of Engine Company No. 31 
rushed in with a line of hose. The flames find- 
ing the vent rushed out, and the two men were 
shut off. They clung to the hose and were 
pulled out by their comrades, and in a few 
Minutes were at work again, Had they suc- 
ceeded in getting a little furtifr into the base- 
ment before the rush of flame their chances of 
escape would have been very small. 

On the Fulton-street side the firemen had a 
hard time getting into the buliding. The flames 
were shooting up between the buildings, so that 
it looked from a distance as if the houses were 
burning from top to bottom. The damage by 
fire waa, however, confined to the basement. 
The contents consisted of rags and refuse be- 
longing to the Old Metal and Paper 8tock Com- 

any on the first tloor of 50 Ann-street.. On the 

‘ulton-street side J. W.Ritchie’s furnishing store 
was pretty nearly wrecked by water and smoke, 
and.the fine stock of E.G, Saltmann, draw- 
ing materials, was badly re Wynkoop, 
Hallenbeck & Co., printers, of 12) Fulton-street, 
occupied the top floor of tne building, and C. F. 
Ramesdell, who was at work on that floor 
when the fire broke out, thought that their type 
was somewhat damaged. 

About six weeks azo a fire broke out in the 
same spot as the one of lastnight. It was put 
out with little damage, Nothing was discovered 
last night to indicate that the fire was incendi- 
ary, but the coincidence was looked on as pe- 
culiar, and an investigation will be made. 








STRANGE DISAPPEARANOE, 





RICHARD H. BUEL HAS NOT RETURNED 
FROM A BOSTON TRIP. 


The relatives and friends of Richara H. Buel, 
&@ mechanical engineer, whose office is at 206 
Broadway, are alarmed over his mysterious 
disappearance. Mr. Buel is a son of the Rev. 
Dr. Samuel Buel, formerly a professorin the 
General Episcopal Seminary, and until his dis- 
appearance resided with his parents at 344 
West Eighteenth-street. Heis unmarried. On 
the morning of Deo. 20, at the breakfast table, 
he announced his intention of going to Boston 
for a couple of days on business. After leaving 
his home he proceeded to his office and worked 
until 4 o'clock, at which time he left, telling the 
otlice boy that he was going to Boston and 
should return on Christmas Day. He had with 
him when he left the office a small grip contain- 
ing change of linen, and from that hour until 
the present not the slightest trace can be ob- 
tained of him. 

Being a man of exceedingly methodical habits, 
his non-appearance on Christmas Day was con- 
sidered strange by his parents, and his contin- 
ued absence finally caused them to telegraph 
friends in Boston. A search by the friends 
failed to find any trace of the missing man. 
What has become of Mr. Buel it 1s impossible to 
understand. He is a man of temperate 
habits, unmarried, and about forty-seven years 
ot age. His principal business has been, of late 
years, writing for solentitic 7. An im- 
pediment of speech made Mr, Buel particularly 
reticent in the company of strangers. He is 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, of slender build, 
with short, grayish hair, anda short beard and 
moustache, very sharp features, and deep-set 
blue eyes. One front tooth is out and the 
thira fluger of his left hand ia off at the 
second joint.

HEBREWS OBJECT TO THE TEACHINGS 
OF A CHRISTIAN MISSION. 


. The Jewish citizens on the east side are much 
exercised over a mission schoo! which has been 
established among them by the Rev. Dr. Brock- 
holet Morgan of 8t. Mark’s Protestant Episco- 
pal school, and which some of the more bigoted 
regard as a movement to undermine the Jewish 
faith. Dr. Morgan, who is Chaplain of Ludlow- 
Street Jail, nad noticed the number of children 
in the neighborhood who seemed to be receiv- 
ing no instruction, and last Spring he leased 
the basement of 62 Essex-street. Classes for 


children were started on Fridays and Sundays. 
On Fridays ee were instructed and boys on 
Sundays. © school has Deen known as God’s 
Providence Mission, 

Most of the chiJdren who attended the sonool 
were Hebrews. Some of their parents heard 
that they were being instructed in Hebrew 

nets, and the matter was laid before Dr, 

endes of the Nineteenth-Street Synagogue, 
who called at the school, and on Dec. 4 sent a 
protest to Dr. Morgan. In his letter he sala 

at he was giad to have the children instruct- 
ed and kept off the streets, but that he objected 
to their being taught religious doctrines direct- 
ly opyeess to the beliefs of Judaism. Dr. 
Mendes offered to take charge of the school. 
Unaer Dr. Morgan’s system, he declared, such 
children as retained the Hebrew faith were 
guilty of hypocrisy in attending the school, 
while if they became Christians their conver- 
sion would cause sorrow and discordin their 
homes. Dr. Mendes has not yet received an 
answer from Dr, Morgan. 

The building in which Dr. Morgan’s school is 
situated belongs to M. Cohen, who was highly 
censured by his zealous co-religionists for let- 
ting any rooms for any such purposes, The 
lease runs until May. ‘hen, Mr. Cohen says, he 
will decline to renew it, although Dr, Morgan 
has been a good tenant. Other quarters in the 
neighborhood will not be difticult to obtain. 

Chief Rabbi Jacob J — said yesterday that 

the best way out of the difficulty was to estab- 
lish schools for Jewish children. There were 
‘already two schools down town, and one of 
them, where the Talmud was taught, accommo- 
dated 600 children. But three times as many 
schools were needed. 

Dr. Mendes thinks that Jewish schools will 
soon be started down town. Dr. Morgan dis- 
claims having used any deceptive methods to 
attract Jewisn children. Thousands of cireu- 
lars about the school were distributed when it 
was started, and every Sunday any adult who 
did not come to make trouble was freely admit- 
ted. Dr. Morgan would teel very happy if his 
efforts should induce Hebrews themselves to 
Start schools down town.

\A BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR THE 4 


YRAR JUST BEGUN. 
WHAT IS EXPECTED TO BE DONE BE- 
FORE NEXT NEW YEAR’S DAY—THE 


RECORD @F LAST YEAR. 

The year 1890 promises to be an tmportant 
one in the history of the navy of the United 
Btates. Tne authorizing of eight new battle 
sbips and five terpedo boats will mark a dis- 
tinctera in the construction of war ships for 
this coutitry, inasmruch as We have in the past 
contented ourselves whoily with proteeted 
cruisers and light-draught gunboats, 

During the past year the trials of the great 
cruisers, Charleston and Baltimore, to say 
nothing of the Vesuvius, Yorktown, and Petre, 
have tended to keep the publio at large bet- 
ter informed as to the doings and development 
of the new navy. Prior to 1889 ali that con- 
cerned the navy was mere conjecture—treat- 
ment of designs and likely results that were to 
‘be obtained. From the result of the speed testa 
of the Baltimore, Charliesten, Yorktown, and 
; Vesuvius it is evident that American ship- 
‘builders have reason to congratulate them- 
a@clves on the showing they have made, espec- 
ally when these results are brought in 
comparison with those obtaincd in Europe. 
We are as yet unaple to compete with for- 
eign shipbuilders in point of cheapness, but 
there is every reason to believe that as soon as 
ithe necessary plant has been fully secured and 
is in ramning order our ship constructors will 
be abie to produce vessels at a much lower rate, 
while still receiving a good profit. 

Were we to look to England for war ships in 
time of peace it would be equivalent to estab- 
Mishing arsenals on foreign territory. The 
‘breaking out of war between England and this 
country would placeall our arsenals and sta- 
tions of supplies-in the hands of the enemy, and 
since a nation to be powerfal from a military 
Btandpoint must possess the resources within 
herself for producing allthe implements and 
Muaitions necessary to the carrying on of a 
great waz, the loss of such arsenals would be 
ruinous if not fatal. For several years to come 
the establishing of ship arsenals in the United 
States willbe a rather expensive undertaking, 
but we will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that wher occasion arises we can rely on the 
private firms as being able to undertake the 
work required by the Government. : 

That the navy-of the United States is making 
rapid strides toward the front rank of armed 
forces on the sea is undeniable, and there 1s no 
better f of this than the intense interest 
arou abroad in all things relating to the 
American navy. Foreign newspapers which a 
few years ago rarely referred to the naval 
force of this country without indulging in sar- 
coum, Sey Saeeet eadvent of our new war 
ships a foeling of mingied interest and 
surprise. So far, however, we are unprovided 
wi sea-going armor-clad vessels, while Eng- 
land has armored craft cither built, building, 
or protected; France, 57; Russia, 49; Ger- 
many, 40; Holland, 24; Spain, 12; Italy, 19; 
Turkey, 15; China, 7; Sweden and Norway, 
20, and Austria, 12. hese Vessels are exclu- 
sive of the unarmored cruisers, ships corre- 
sponding to the type we have been recently 
building. : 

Probably at no time during the past twenty 
years has so much interest been centred in the 
navy as Quring the past year. At the outset 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius astounded naval 
critics by her performance. Following close on 
her test came the trial of the cruiser Yorktown, 
whioh, as demonstrating the ability of Ameri- 
can shipbaildera to build engines capable of 
Atanding the most severe of tests, was an im- 
portant one. In the carly Summer months the 
cruiser Charleston was tested in the Pacific. The 
vessel failed to develop all the horse power de- 
manded, but considering that she was the first 

roduction of the San Francisco firm it was 
hought there was sufficient cause for showing 
leniency, especially so when found that the de- 
nigns of the vessel, as furnished by an English 
firm, were fauity in many respects. The trial 
of the cruiser Baltimore during the Autumn 
mpnthe proved very gratifying 1m the speed re- 
pults obtained, though, as in the case of the 
Charleston, there was found lacking the re- 

ujred horse power. In the case of both the 
on rieston and the Baltimore it appeared that 
superior lines in the hull construction enabled 
the cruisers to attain a spoed not supposed 
possible on the horse power snowing. 

During the recent Fall months the departure 
of a modern American squadron for European 
waters has furnished a universal topic of dis 
cussion, and the movements of the fleet will be 
watched with great interest hereafter. The 
movements of the sguadron of evolution Gall at 
tention to the whereapdouts of other war ves- 
sels of the United States. 

For cruising purposes, duty as police, desp- 
sea sounding and surveying, commercial de- 
velopment, and strategic and tactical instruec- 
tion the navy is divided into five squadrons, the 
North Atlantic, the Pacifie, the European, the 
Asiatic, (commonly cailea the China squadron,) 
and the South Atlantic. The North Atlantic sta- 
tion comprises ail waters of the Atlantic touching 
the United States, including the Gulf of Mexico 
and waters of the West Indies. The Pacilic 
station comprises all the west coast of North 
ana South America, including the waters 
of Samoa, Honolulu, and Australia. The 
South Atlantic Statiou includes all the cast 
coast of South America, the waters on the 
east coast of Africa as far north as Mad- 
agascar, and on the west coast as far 
north ag St. Paul de Loando. The European 
atation comprises all European waters, also 
the west coast of Africa as far south as St. Paul 
fie Loando, and the east coastas far south as 
Madagascar. The China station embraces all 
Asiatic waters, and includes the Indian Ocean. 

Each station is in command of a Rear Ad- 
miral, though in some instances Commodores 
are in command. In such cases they have the 
relative rank of Reat Admirals. Each station 
is entitled to a force of a prescribed strength, 
‘but in recent years the sale and disposal of so 
many of our wooden craft has caused the 
majority of the stations to be seriously lacking 
in their establishea quotas. The advent of the 
mew war ships makes it possible to fill up the 

aps on most of the stations, though it will be 
4 time before the United States has a wholly 
modern naval force on all the foreign stations.

THE ARMY’S QUIET YEAR, 


SOME IMPROVEMENTS MADE 


LAND FORCES. 


The army commences the new year stronger 
than it has been. Thougn there has been no 
development and growth during the past year 
such as has characterized the navy, the army 
bas advanced in standard and elliciency, and 
to-day is better than it was a year ago. During 
the past year there have been many changes 
made, and with few if any exceptions, these 
changes have been for the good, The spirit of 
reform which has taken hold of the armyisa 
natural outcome of a desire on the part of our 


regular officers to keep apave with the develop- 
ments and advancement that are characterizing 
European forces. 

The constraction of new breech-loading ord- 
nance rifies for the army at Waterviiet Arsenal 
marks a new era in the history of gun construc- 
tion for the Jand forces. Hecently the first gun 
of the new type was tried at Sandy Hook and 
proved beyond question the sucvess of the new 
development. With the construction of heavy 
ocdnauee there bas necessarily arisen a demand 
for smokeless powders or some nitrate as de- 
sirable as that now being used in Brance. The 
necessity for auch a nitrate has in iteelf caused 
a detail of officers to be selected for studying 
the matter abroad, and in this research some of 
the first officers in the army are engaged. 

At the beginning of the past year the army 
authorities were brought face to faco with the 
evil of desertion. Strehuous efforts have been 
made to lessen the number, and it now looks as 
if desertions had not only ceased to be on the 
increase, but that they have been reduced toa 
mipimum. Asa check stringent rules have been 
formulated fer the guidance of the recruiting 
ofdcers, and itisnow a far harder matter to 
enlist than was the case heretofore. The result 
has been to raise the tone and condition of the 
enlisted men perceptibly. As a class the enlist- 
ed men are deserving of much commendation. 

Au attempt will be made during the coming 
year to reorult from tue agricultural districts 
of the country. Itissuggested that atroop of 
cavalry be sent through certain inland sections, 
camp from time to time, and seoure recruits by 
coming in contact with the populace, As an 
experiment the Eleventh Infantry, —" is 
stationed at Madison Barracks, New-York,

The year 1889 has been gn oxceedingly quiet 
one for the army, and, with the exception of 
the opening up of O lahoma, little service has 
been seen in the 8 The ordering of a series 
of manceuvres during the Fall months, some- 

hat after the order of those customary on the 

uropean Conbtintent, though, of dourse, On & 
much smaller scale, marked an innovation in 
the duties of our troops. The mancuvres seem 
to have been fraught with good results, and it 
will be regretted if there shall not be a contin- 
uation of jast year’s exercises some time dur- 
ing the present year. 

The centennial celebration of last April was 
a matter of no little interest to military men of 
both the army and the National Guard,inasmuch 
as it demonstrated in a measure our ability to 
gatherin New-York a fairly well disciplined 
toree of 50,000 men within a Very snort time.

ORG@PS IN CONNECTICUT. 





REVIEW OF THE SITUATION FOR A 
NUMBER OF YEARS. 


HARTrorD, Jan. 2.—The improvement of 
farm lands is one of the most important prob- 
lems new agitating public attention in Con- 
necticut. Its discussion during the past three 
months has occupied more space in the press of 
the State than has been given to it for years 
back. There is marked interest in the subject 
in the celtics and organizations of business men, 
including the Hartford Board of Trade. 

Itis not to be presumed, however, that*there 
is no good farming in Connecticut, because the 
agitation has become so general. On the con- 
trary, many of the best farms in Now-England 
can be found along the Connecticut, Farm- 
ington, Naugatuck, aud Housatonic Valleys. 
But the back-hill farms generally are in a state 
of decadence, the old farmhouses disappearing 
and the lands going to waste. The area of Con- 
necticut is not far from 3,100,000 acres. The 
total area of farm lands in the State is 2,421,- 
724. The tillage lands aggregated 741,048; 
crass, 879,086; wood, 639,335, leaving 162,255 
acres a8 practically unused. The farm capital 
by the last census was $135,185,831, and the 
output in products ten —_ ago Was only 
$18,010,075. The capital engaged in manu- 
facturing interests in the State in 1480 was 
$120,480,275, producing in results $185,697,- 
211. The numbor of farms in the State ten 
years ago was 30,598, and the total number of 
farm laborers 44,0090, or 1 man to every 37 
acres devoted to grass and tillage. The farm- 
ing popUlation was estimated at 130,000. 

During the past ten years vhore have been 
special lines of development that will show to 
great advantage in the new census, The cul- 
tivation of small fruit, for instance, has beca 
greatly increased since 1880, the strawberry 
trafic being one of the most profitable. The 
Winter season in recent years has been con- 
ducive to the longevity of peach orchards, 
opening @ most protitable field for intelligent 
and skillful farm operations. Kxtensive peuch 
orchards have been set out, and, with a fair sea- 
son, will afford an abundant crop. The hill 
farms in the State are especially adapted to the 
preduction of apples. This has been ene of the 
negiected crops tor years, the apple orchards 
having been allowed to go to ruin. 

The stringent legislation in the State relating 
to the manafacture and sale of cider may have 
had much to do with the depletion of the or- 
chards, but it bas not been the sole cause of 
their deterioration. Unintelligent methods in 
raising and marketing the — crop is the 
principal reagon for the deplorable state of this 
industry at present. The first thing necessary 
is the renovation vf the orchards. In the town 
of Southington, twenty miles from this city, 
the orchards have been reset during the last 
dozen years, and the apple crop there has al- 
ready begun to furnish richer returns than the 
best tobacco farming in Connecticut. 

The output of grain in the State is so small 
that 16 1s hardly worth speaking of. At this 
point again the farmers are at a great disad- 
vantage. The lands are singularly adapted to 
tne raising of Indian cornand rye. Forty years 
ago a farmer was of no account who nad to buy 
his flour or meal. The hay crop has also unac- 
countably deteriorated during the past tweaty- 
live years. Lhe best judges of agricultural in- 
terests in the State maintain, however, thai the 
production of hay should be local, and that pur- 
chasers should be able to buy athome. Tue 
new dairy interest in the State, which has more 
than quadrupled during the past three years, 
has revived the farming spirit in nearly every 
town, and it is due largely to this spirit that the 
present agitation has heen commenced. 

In 1886 the amount of creamery butter pro- 
duced in Conoecticut was 880,224 pounds. in 
1888 it aggregated 2,364,709, the increase in 
the two years being 1,484,485. ‘The capi- 
tal invested in the forty-five creameries 
in the State that year was $173,550. The 
number of patrons, that is the namber of farm- 
ers furnishing milk for the creameries, was 
1,848. The receipts to them amounted to 
$534,424. The number of cows was 17,139. 
The figures for the past year, whion are not 
yot accessibie, willshow more encouraging re- 
sults than were attained in 1888. 

Dairy Commissioner Tatem is exceedingly 
hopeful for the future of this industry. He 
says: ‘“Iz:is po idle prediction that in the near 
future the farmers of Connecticut will receive 
a full million of dollars through the assuciated 
factories for the product of the dairy in a sin- 
gle year.” ‘he creameries bid fair to place 
Connecticut in a higher rank as a farming 
State than it has ever reached before,

AMERICAN SUIPPERS APPEAL TO MR. 
BLAINE FOR PROTECTION. 


Several prominent business houses, in addi- 
tion to L. Schepp & Co., Foster & Co., and 
others engaged in the San Blas trade, have 
begged the State Department at Washington to 
take somo action in the matter of the persecu- 
tions which American traders have recently 
suffered at the hands of the Colombian officiais. 

Mr. Schepp is of the opinion that the State 
Departinent will take some action, and that his 


extensive trade with San Blas will not be de- 
stroyed by jealous Colombians. Foster & Co. 
reccived a dispatch yesterday from W. F. Whar- 
ton of the State Department stating that the 
consulate at Colon had been cabled to for a 
statement of the facta in the case of the schoon- 
er Cooiwnbs, ond that they would be informed of 
the result. Mr. Fosterreceived by theHowport’s 
mail from Colon letters from Capt. Perry of the 
schooner Coombs aud Capt. Eliis of the Willie. 
Capt. Perry wrote that he was unable to clear 
his vessel for any port along the coaat. 
He had appealed to the Amorican Consul 
at Colon. who had made a statement of the 
facts to the Captain of the port, but could ob- 
tain no satisfaction. The Consul and A. Hoff- 
man Larkins, a New-York lawyer, who had 
gone down to Colon in order to procure, if 
possible, the releaso of Mr. Herron’s vassel, 
the Pearl, both advised him to give up trying to 
clear for any coast port, as it would probably 
take him all Winter to do this. Both thougnot 
that 1t would be better for him to give up Foster 
& Co.’s charter and to be rechartered for some 
foreign port. 

It was useless, Capt. Perry thought, to pro- 
test against the action of the Government. The 
American Consul at Colon could do nothing un- 
less he was backed up by the Government at 
Washington. Capt. Ellis wrote that he could 
not get his vessel away from the Colombian 
authorities, who were acting like pirates, and 
were wantonly injuring commerce. The In- 
dians at San Blas wanted him to come to them. 
They were sadiyin need of the stores in his 
vessel. Many of the women were badly in need 
of clothing. The Indians would have attacked 
the gunboat La Popa had they been allowed the 
machetes, or long knives, tor cutting bananas 
which were among the cargo. Capt. Ellis 
feared that he would have to discharge 
his crew and, Jeuving his vessel ino 
the hands of the Colombians, come on 
here. Foster é& Co. say thatif the Governments 
takes no action the next vesse! which they send 
to San Blaa will be strong enough to secure the 
xoods belonging fo his flrm. Their schooner, 
the Julian, which is commanded by Capt. Grun- 
inger, is still in the Lends of tne Colombian 
Custom House authorities at Carthagena 

J. B. d’Aomergue, Mr. Foster's partner, re- 
sides in Colombia, and bas tried in vain to se- 
cure the release of the Julian and the Willie.

“MAN OVERBOARD !”

A STARTLING CRY ON SHIPBOARD— 


RULES OF ACTION. 


There is no sound aboard ship so demoralizing 
as that of ‘‘ Man overbeard!” It strikes terror 
to the heart of the bravest of men, and enly 
the best disciplined crews can withstand the 
panio it usually produces. Almost every ship 
has a partioular rule of action for such occur- 
rences. The best preconcerted arrangements, 
however, are often inapplicable, and success 
depends mainly on the presenee of mind of the 
Watch, the man at the life buoy, and the normal 


condition of the boats. 


A cool hand will drop the life buoy sometimes 
within reach of a man; a “ bothered” one will 
either not let go at all or do so before the man 
has got near the stern. Of all persons aboard 
ebip. the officer of the deck should be cool and 
collected. 

Rear Adiniral S, B. Lueo lays down the prin- 
ciple that the most important considerations 
whoeu @ man falls overboard are: Firat, the 
surenene and most effectual method of arresting 
the ship’s peserese and how to keép her as near 
the spot where the man fellas possible. Sec- 
ond, to preserve the general discipline of tho 
ship, tO maintain silence, and to enforce the 
most prompt obedience, without permitting 
foolhardy volunteering of any kind. Third, to 
8¢0 that the boat appointed to ve employed on 
these occasions is pluced in such a manner that 
she may be cast loose in a moment, and when 
ready for lowering, that she is properly manned 
and fitted, so a3 to bo efficient in all respects 
when she reaches the water. Fourth, to take 
care in lowering the boat neither to stave or 
swamp her nor to pitch the mon out. And, 
lastly, to have a sufficient number of the sharp- 
est-sighted menin the ship stationed aloft in 
such @ manner as to give them the best chance 
not only of discovering the person overboard, 
bat of pointing him out to the men in the boat, 
bp _ not otherwise know in what direction 

oO pull. 

With steamers the difficulties to overcome in 
rescuing & Man overboard arecomparatively 
few, inasmuch as a steam vessel is always 
under control so long as her machinery is in good 
order. The rule is to stop as quickly as possi- 
blo, lower the lee lifeboat, and pick the wan 
up. The really tine points of seamanship come 
iuto play when sailing ships are being nandled. 
The ordealisa trying one for the best of offi- 
cers, and the young seamen who can properly 
place a large sailing stip and rescue a man 
that has fallen overboard deserve the highest 
credit for seamanlike qualities. 

Rear Admiral Luce, one of the best seamen in 
the United States Navy, and now on the retired 
list, had a favorite habit while in command of the 
North Atlantis squadron of ordering a midship- 
man to relieve the officer of the deck from duty, 
and the instant the young man took hold of the 
speaking trumpet the observing otficer would 
quickly pass a signal and in a twinkling the ter- 
rible cry of ‘*‘Man overboard!’ would ring 
through the ship.

manding officers refrain from allowing the ery 
to be sounded solely for practice purposes, in- 
asmuch as seamen have bean known to jump 
overboard to the rescue of their supposed un- 
fortunate shipmate. The rule is a stringent 
one that no sailor snail jamp overboard for res- 
cuing purposes uniess permitted by the officer 
of the deok, but many brave fellows do so in 
spite of the regulation, ant no few lives have 
been lost in foulhardy undertakings.

HOW TWO VESSELS WERE SAVED FROM 
DESTRUCTION BY ITS USE. 


Two recent illustrations of the value of oil in 
calming the waves when a vessel is at anchor 
or lying to in a storm are furnished by the 
Hydrographic Office. 

One instance is related by Capt. Freeman of 
the British steamship Benlarig. The ship’s en- 
gines became Cisabled in December, 1887, off 
Cape Trafalgar and she rapidly drifted toward 
the shore. She was, however, anchored be- 
twecn a reef and tho shore and lay four days in 
that position, the ‘wind blowing a gale. The 
heavy scearolling in was partly broken by the 
reefand the vessel was surrounded by a con- 
fused mass of breakers, shipping water on all 
sides; tho lifeboats and everything movabis were 
Washed away, and the decks were continually 


swept by the seas. Capt. Freeman thought that 
his ship was going down, but as @ last resort 
got up two barrels of linseed oil, which he used 
With waxical efiect, distributing it from tne for- 
Ward dloset pipes. Attempts made to use the 
oll from bags on the forecasile were unsuccess- 
fulon accountof the wind and sea. With the 
exception of alittle spray that came on board, 
the decks remained perfectly dry until the gale 
subsided. The ship was then towed into Gi- 
braltar. Capt. Freeman says that his snip’s cargo 
and the lives of officers and crew were un- 
doubtedly saved by the use of oil, and he ear- 
nestly recommends its use in the case of a 
vessel at anchor on @ lee shore. 

Another case of a Gifferent sort is that of the 
British steamship Siberian, Capt. Moore, related 
by Second Officer Duity. He says: 

“From Nov. 18 to 21, inclusive, while advancing 
along the line of progression of a severe storm, and 
hnding ourselves gaining on it, we had to use the 
precaution of lying to, as the ship was loadod very 
deep and carried a deck load of cattle. On two o¢- 
casions the vessel was kept away on hor course, 
and, although there was a heavy sea running at the 
time, from a direction only two points abaft the 
beam, with a freouse of oil through the forward 
closes pipe We were enabled to do so with perfect 
safety. The elect was marvelous. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that with a judicions use of oila 
ship might safely be kept running in any weather. 
Why people should concinue to be skeptical regara- 
ing this appears to me a mystery. if every ship- 
master were only to give it a fair trial I beiieve the 
use of O11 would soon become general, with the re- 
sult that lengthy Winter passages would be short- 
ened and Inany casualties prevented.” 

The Hydrographic Otiice has reports from 
several sources, indicating that the surface of 
the current of the Gulf Stream in the North At- 
lantic is sometimes entirely checked by strong 
east-southeast winds. It is believed, however. 
thatitisonly the surface current that is affact- 
ed, and that the effect then ia only temporary.

Green of Danioisonvilie, 
and Grand Master Swartwout of Stamford. One 
of the oldest Grand Masters in the state, the 
Hon. David Clark of this city, is the principal 
name appearing in the neoroiogy record for the 
year. The surviving Senior Grand Master of 
the Connecticut Jurisdiction is William E. San- 
ford of Now-York City. :

HOW HE GOT MONEY FROM SEVERAL 
BUSINESS HOUSES. 

Some of the facts have come to light con- 
cerning the ewindles perpetrated in this city 
last Novembe ‘e & man representing him- 
self as the head of the Flack grocery house of 
Cincinnati, Ob Early in November the fel- 
low called at the office of the Royal Baking

Cincinnati, saying that he thought, he would 
pay it before he returned. He was told that 
the bill would be mace out, andfturned to leave, 
when William M. Hoagland, Treasurer of the 
company, being told that one of the company’s 
large customers was present, appeared and 
asked him to remain. The invitation was ac- 
cepted, Itis the custom of the house to treat 
its customers handsomely, and the fellow was 
taken to a down-town ciub to lunch, during 
which he gave a complete history of his career 
in Uincinnati, including his early struggles in 
building up the Flack grocery house 

When he tinally took his departure he asked 
for a good placy toe buy a pair of diamond ear- 
rings for his wile, and was recommended to 
Tiffany’s. He wentithere, tought a three-han- 
dred-and-fifty-dollar pair of earrings, ordered 
them to bs sent to Cincinnati, paid for them 
with his cheek, and took arecolpt. The next 
day he again called at the bating powder com- 
pany’s office to gay good-bye, showed his receipt, 
aod said he had paid ali the ready cash he had 
for the earrings, and must go up town to have 
& one-hundred-and-twenty-tive-dollar draft 
cashed. Mr. Hoagland thersapon cashed the 
draft for him, and he departed. Both checkand 
dratt were worthless. 

A day or two later the same fellow ingratiated 
himself with Alphonss Biardot, a Warren-street 
business man, and Mr. Biardot introduced nim 
to the grocery house of James P. Smith, on 
Park-place. He was still of the Flack grocery 
house, aud wanted to buy supplies. Mr. Egin- 
ton of the firm showed him every attention, and 
the fellow ordered a bill of goods, Finally he 
again found himself short of cash, and Mr. Egin- 
top cashed his draft ror $125. Tino house vf 
Smith etill has that draft on its hands. 

Work similar to that of the Flack swindle has 
since been heard of elsewhere. [% was stated 
at the ofice of James P. Smith that the samo 
fellow, under auother name, attempted uw 
swindle there four years ago. It is sata thata 
mau anaweéring his description swindied the 
house of French, Richards & Co. of Philade!pbia 
and the Parker House, Boston. The Buston 
swindle occurred about two years ago. About 
that times, also, L. J. Glaenzer of Chambers- 
streot, this city, was swindled out ef $100 or sq 
Lhe man is still at large.

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTKS.

It is learned that the Seagullleft Chatham on 
the 25th ult. and made @ capital passage to 
Portsmouth, coming around about eighteen 


knots per hour under natural draught. At this 
speed she is said to be a vere comfortable ves- 
nae for # tor gunboat. She was so steady 
that mess traps tl hot require to be especially 
secured, and "attnanak she has no bulwarks 
abaft the forecastie she took very little water 
on board, merely a little at her .outsidd 
shoots. She came around to Portsmouth 
fer a _ series of, steam trials, which were 
to extend over a considerable period, 
for the purpose of ascertaining her 
speed and coal expenditure, with her engine 
Working at varying horse power, but she had 
not been running long at full speed unde 
foreed draught when the officer in comman 
decided that it was nusafe to continue working 
the engines at the great power of 4,500 horse 
power, as they shook the ship all to pieces, 
opened the seams, aud alinost shook the mast 
out of her; so she had to be slowed down and 
returned into harbor to report. 

The vessels of this elass that are well ad- 
anced are the Sharp Shooter, laid down Sep- 
tember, 1887; Sevgull, Salamander, spanker, 
Speed well, and Shipjack in april, 1888; Shell- 
drake in July, 1888, and Gossamer and Gleaner 
in January, 1889. “The Elswick people are also 
building two preoisoly Similar ships—the Whit- 
ing and the Wizard--for the new Australian 
fleet, and the British Admuralty propose build- 
ing eighteen more of these vessels under the 
new shipbuilding programme. 

The United Service Guzetie in its last number 
Bays: “If Rugsia is, by 1892, besides hor power- 
ful feet in the Biaeck Sea, to have double lines 
of railway to her western frontier, 3,000,000 
mwegazine rilles, and 150,000,000 rounds of am- 
munition, as by the latest accounts seems most 
probable, it is very evident that the security 
for peace, so far as the unpreparedness of that 
country for war is concerned, will be of ver 
short duration. How often the means to do it 
déeds make ill deeds done. Though the 
fact that Russia intends taking her time 
in rearmamenut and the political situations 
in other countries are in favor of peace, 
yet he would be a bold politician who would say 
that there is a probability In any way approach- 
ing to a certainty that some unforeseen oecur- 
rence may, not suddenly and entirely aiter the 
outlook. True, the enormous sum mentioned as 
@ cost of modern warfare may well give a coun- 
try pause before deciding to engage in such a 
RKigantic struggle, but when did ever such con- 
siderations as theao prevent the breaking ontof 
War when other conditions were favorable? 
While thankful for the likelihood of present 
peace we should avail ourselves of the time 
xiven to per feot the weans for defense for our 
empire.’ 

The British appear to be making considerable 
improvement in their methods for ovaling 
Ships. During the late naval mancuvregs this 
question was a Vital one, especially when 
eruisers hac but afew hours at their disposal 
in which to tale aboard a new coal supply. 
The Droadnaughi’s performance at Gibraltar of 
1,040 tons taken aboard in fourteen hours, 
‘Which is nearly seventy-four and a quarter 
tong per hour, has been beaten by the Colossus 
taking aboard at the rate of ninety-four tons 
per hour. There still remains a difficulty to be 
grappled with whicb has to deal with the trans- 

ortation of the coal from the bunkers to the 
urnaces when a good head of steam has to be 
xeptup. It appears that the only sure way of 
Zrappling with tais question is by some rear- 
rangement of the bunkers. It is & vital point, 
as upon it the ability of the ship to keep up her 
speed must depend. 


The following was the disposition of the 
British squadron on the North American 
Station when last heard from: The Bellerophon, 


Pyliades, Emerald, and Canada were at Ber- 
muda, to leave J: in. 4, 1890, for a cruise to the 
West Indies. The Partridge was at Bermuda, 
to leave ou Jan. 5 or 6, 1890, to join the 


squairon, The Ready was at Bermuda, to 
leave on Jan. 13, 1890, to join the squadron at 
St. Lucia. The Comus was ou the Barbadoos 
division, to leave on Dec. 2 for Isies Salut, 
French Guiana. The Vourmaline was on the Bar- 
badoes division, ordered to proceed to Jamaica, 
anda to rejuin tre flag at St. Kitts on Jan. 9, 
1890. Whe Forward was on the Barbadoes 
division, ordered to Bermuda when no longer 
Yequired with the LKelipse expedition to Cay- 
enne. The Terror was at Bermuda, the Urgent 
‘was at Jamaica, and the Buzzard on the 
Jamaica division. 

As a reward for gallantry the British Admir- 
alty have conferred on one Jonn Barber, anu able 
seainan of the warship Lily, which was recently 
wrecked off the coast of Newfoundland, the Al- 
bert medal, Desides making Dim full boatswain 
or Warrant Ofiicer. When the Lily struck on the 
1Gith of September and wn wrecked off Amour 
Point seven of her crew were drowned. After 
her boat had capsized, and although 15 was 
known that twoef the crew had been drowned 
near the same spotin attempting to oifect com- 
munication with the shore, Barber yolunteered 
to swim With a line through the surf, which he 
successfully accomplished, enabling a four-inch 
bawser to be hauled ashore, wherevy communi- 
cation was established and the rest of the crew 
saved. The service was one of great risk and 
gallantry, the bottom being rocky, and there 
being at the time a douse fog, with an ebb tide 
aud considerable swell. 

Three new war ships ara to be sent out from 
Engiaod to join the British Mediterranean 
squadron. They are the Camperdown, Un- 
daunted, and Victoria. The Victoria still lies 
gupless under the great crane at Chatham dock 
yard, bat the Liswick people promise that by 
Juiy ucxt she will Lave her guos aboard. 
Meanwhile the Camperdown is being rapidly 
got ready for sea, nnd was commissioned on the 
19th inst She wili proceed to the Mediter- 
ranean wituin a fow days. Ib is said that tho 
Barham will be ready fur steam trial about the 
middle of february. Sie bas had a large cart- 
house built on her poep, though it fs thought 
her future navigating voilicers will prefer hav- 
ing asmaller one on the forebridge. She will 
be a fast ship, but very wet, and wiil probably 
roli, while she is so slightly built thut she will 
pliake herself all to pieces when driven hard. 

Tne British Channel squadron is at present in 
the Mediterranean, and with the Mediterranean 
squadron gives Greut Britain very powerful 
showing “up the Straits.’””’ The Channel squad- 
ron comprises the Northumberland, (fagship of 
Vico Admiral Baird;) Lonaren, Avson, (ilag- 
ship of Kear Admirai Tracy, second in com- 
mand;) Iron Duke, wud Curlew, The squadron 
Jeit Plymoutu on tao loth inst, andon the 
Tuesday tollowing was at VillaGarela. The 
fieet was to sail on the 27th inst. for Vigo. The 
American squadron of evolution willin all like- 
lihoo@ cowie in contact with both the British 
Channel squadron apd the British Mediter- 
Taneal squadron during the preseht Winter.
